— A powerful earthquekr 
'truck thin city of WO.OOO peo 
pie Tuesday night, leveling 
building*, killing at loaat 14 
person* and Injuring more 
than 100, authorities report¬ 
ed. Police said they feared 
many more victim* were 
buried beneath rubble. 

The military was pul on 
lalert to keep order and 
search for possible survivor* 
debris 


"The city was shaking like 
a leaf." said Nikon Kollopnu 
lua, a Journalist. 

Officials said almdet every 
building In the city—the sec 
nod largest In Greece—was 
damaged by the quake. 

Witnesses reported seeing 
people Jumping from balcon 
ies. Thousands fled in panlr 
In search of open space* 
Persons trapped alive under 
debris cried for help 


The general flight from the 
city created huge traffic 
Jams. Late at night the city 
was empty of people, except 
for police, troops and rescue 
workers laboring with the aid 
of searchlight* In dig out the 
victims. 

Six person* were found 
alive beneath the rubble of an 
eight-storey apartment block 
levelled by the quake, which

The first body found 4as 
that of a Yugoslav tourist 
who died In the collapse of 
the top floor of the seaside 
hotel. 

The earthquake struck at 
11:63 p m .Several building*

Minister Trudeau launched a 
legislative drive Tuesday for 
a new constitution. Introduc 
mg a bill that would remake 
the Senate, transform Ute Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada and 
give the country a set of 
guaranteed human rights and 
national aims. 

The bill, designed to alter 
the British law that now 
serves as Canada's constitu 
tion. would convert the Sen- 


Quebecers 
still ‘in’ 
—new poll 

MONTREAL (CP) — A re 
vised form of Canadian feder¬ 
alism ,is still the most popular 
constitutional option of Quc 
becers, says a poll released 
Tuesday by Radio-Canada, 
the French-language network 
of the CBC. 

The poll also says the Que 
bee Liberal party has moved 
ahead of the Parti Quebecol* 
in voter popularity, by 4« per 
cent to 33 per cent. 

Asked their opinions on a 
variety of constitutional op¬ 
tions, a* per cent of respon¬ 
dents said they were "very 
favorable" or "somewhat fa¬ 
vorable" to a revised form of 
federalism In which Quebec 
and other provinces would 
obtain more powers. 

In answer to the question 
"would you vote for or 
against sovereignty-associa 
tion” the result was 53 per 
rent against and 33 per cent 
in favor, with 14 per cent 
undecided.

The new house would be 
half chosen by the 10 prov¬ 
inces and half by federal 
political parties.

Pilots union hopeful 
strike can be averted 
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Optimism was expressed 
Tuesday that a strike by Air 
Canada pilots would be 
averted but federal labor of¬ 
ficials would not comment on 
talks between them and the 
airline's executives. 

Ken Maley. president of the 
Canadian Air Unes Pilots As¬ 
sociation. said in a Toronto 
interview that he was hopeful 
a strike would be avoided. 
Maley had no foundation for 
his optimism, he said, except 
that association members 
had never gone on strike 

In Ottawa, an aide to Labor 
Minister Juhn Munro said 
there would be no early an 
nouncements from a meeting 
with Air Canada and depart 
ment officials.

NDP fuming, 
axe poised 
on key seats

In the Commons Transport 
Minister Otto Lang said the 
government had no intention 
at this time to intervene in

The B.C. New Demo¬ 
cratic Party reacted Tues¬ 
day with shock and dismay 
to proposals to shuffle elec- 
toral boundaries in the 
province. 

The dismay was under¬ 
standable: Judge Lawrence 
Eckardt. electoral reform 
commissioner, had tabled his 
first report in the Legisla¬ 
ture. a report which. If adopt 
ed. would wipe out three key 
NDP ridings while Increasing 
representation in Social 
Credit-dominated area* 

If the recommendation* 
are endorsed, the constituen¬ 
cies of Revelstoke-Slocan 
(William King) and Vancou 
ver-Burrard (Norman Levi 
and Rosemary Brown) would 
no longer exist. 

There would, however, be 
five new seats created, one at 
the north end of Vancouver 
Island, and one in the central 
Fraser Valley. Both would 
represent new constituen¬ 
cies. There would be addi 
tlonal seals, creating dual- 
seat ridings, in Coquitlaif, 
Surrey and the Prince 
George (Fort George) areas. 

Gary Lauk (NDP—Vancou¬ 
ver Centre) reacted immedi¬ 
ately and scathingly. 

"This is the worst case of 
gerrymandering in the his¬ 
tory of Canada." he said. 
"There ha* never been any¬ 
thing like this since Confed 
eration. 

"I am astounded. 1 am 
shocked. It is just Incredible 
to me that Judge Eckardt 
would place in Jeopardy his 
credibility as a lawyer and a* 
a Judge. 

"This is a political attempt 
to wipe out the NDP. 

"But I don't think the peo 
pie of Vancouver will stand 
for it. They will revolt against 
this disgusting use of power." 

(Gerrymandering is the 
word used to define the "un¬ 
natural division of an elector 
al area for the benefit of one 
political party.") 

Opposition leader David 
Barrett said the “gerryma- 
derlng is so obvious. They've 
cut up the province one way 
for the forest companies and 
another way for them 
selves."

Dave Brown, communica¬ 
tions specialist in the pre¬ 
mier's office, was being 
questioned about apparent 
duplication of expense money 
claims in the fall of 1974 and 
as to whether he became es¬ 
tablished In Victoria on Dec. 
1 of that year or a month 
earlier on Nov. 1. 

Lome Nicolson (NDP— 
Nelson-Creston). normally 
chairman of the committee. 


had vacated the post in favor 
of Lauk so that he (Nicolson) 
might pursue a line of ques¬ 
tioning. 

The questions centred on 
two aspects of Brown's ex¬ 
penses. The first involved 
vouchers which appeared to 
establish that for work done 
on Oct t, 1976, Brown re¬ 
ceived three 823 per diem 
payments instead of the ap¬ 
propriate one payment of 125 


The second aspect involved 

the first three months Brown 
was on the job as an official 
employee. Brown told the 
committee that he was given 
three months to get settled in 
Victoria (his home Is in Van¬ 
couver) and that during that 
lime he waa entitled to 
charge a per-dlem living al¬ 
lowance plus hotel expenses. 
A letter signed by Bennett 
by Nicolson in 


dicated that Brown was to be 
paid his per diem until Nov. I 
and that after that he would 
be on bis own. 

Brown said he had never 
seen the letter before, but 
that it had always been his 
firm understanding that he 
was entitled to expense* until 
Dec. 1.

Eckardt stated that the in¬ 
crease of four northern mem¬ 
bers (he includes Cowichan- 
Malahat and Nanaimo) to 
five would give better repre¬ 
sentation to the 206.600 people 
living between Mill Bay and 
Cape Scott. 

The new riding would pick 
up Zeballon, Tahsls and Gold 
River, while the Parksvllle- 
Qualicum area would be 
snipped from Skelly's riding 
and added to Sanford's 
riding. 

Eckardt said the Beaufort 
mountains divide Parksville- 
Quillcum from the Albemls. 

The report adds that 
"transportation between the 


two areas Is difficult at 
times." 

The Comox riding. If the 
Eckardt recommendation* 
are adopted, while losing all 
of Its west coast area picks up 
the east coast north of Nan- 
ooae Bay and Laaqueti is¬ 
land. Both are at present In 
the Nanaimo riding. 

The Nanaimo riding, repre¬ 
sented by Dave Stupich, 
NDP, retains Its present 
boundaries with the excep¬ 
tion of the loss of Nanoose 
Bay and Lasquetl In the north 
and picks up Cassidy and La¬ 
dysmith In the south 

Cowtchan-Malahat. repre 
vented by Barbara Wallace. 
NDP, retains existing boun¬ 
daries with the exception of 
the loss to Nanaimo but the 
report does recommend that 
the Nltinat Indian reserve be 
moved Into the Alberni 
riding. 

In Greater Victoria, bound 
ary shuffles are relatively 
minor although (here la a re¬ 
commended voting switch to 
take part of Saanich and the 
Islands (Hugh Curtis.

Under the Eckardt propoa 
alt. Esquimau would become 
Esqulmalt-Port Renfrew 
while the present Oak Bay 
riding, picking up extra 
voters In Gordon Head, would 
be renamed, Oak Bay-Gordon 
Head. 

Apart from losing portions 
of Its southern vote to Vic¬ 
toria. Saanich and (he Islands 
would remain basically at it 
Is today.

On the mainland (he major 
changes wipe out three NDP 
seats carving the territory 
now held by the Opposition in 
a variety of ways. 

Revelsioke-Slocan. held by 
the popular King, former 
labor minister, disappears 
entirely with slices of the 
riding going to Shuswap (Len 
Bawtry, SC), North Okana 
gan (Pat Jordan. SC) and 
Nelson-Creslon (Lome Nicol- 
son.

On the Lower Mainland.

The Eckardt report is an 
interim one and in response

Trudeau's approach showed

Under the bill, the supreme 
court would be enlarged to 11 
members from nine, de 
scribed formally in the con¬ 
stitution and given the power 
to act as arbitrator in power¬ 
sharing disputes between the 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments 

The 1867 British North 
America Act that now serves 
as the country's underlying 
law makes no mention of the 
court. 

Under the legislation. Tru¬ 
deau would give up his cur¬ 
rent right to appoint all 104 
senators, letting provinces 
pick half the members of the 
new. larger House and fed¬ 
eral political parties thejrest. 

And he wouldjtive the coun¬ 
try its first formal set of con¬ 
stitutional aims and rights, 
including guaranteed French 
and English language rights. 

The governor-general 
would be given more power, 
but Canada would remain a 
constitutional monarchy 
headed by the Queen. 

Trudeau reiterated that he 
has set a one-year deadline 
for parliamentary passage of 
the legislation, and set out 
plans for committee study 
and talks with the provinces 
in the interim. 

It is his third major effort 
at constitutional reform dur¬ 
ing his 10 years as prime 
minister, and the 11th in the 
last half century. Past at¬ 
tempts to renovate the BNA 
Act and make it a Canada law 
have collapsed in disagree 
ment, mainly over ways of 
dividing power between fed 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

The legislation is designed 
to alter the current British 
act. and then form part of a 
uniquely Canadian constitu¬ 
tion should Trudeau and the

16 premiers come up with a 
formula for claiming the law 
during the next few years as 
he hopes. 

Under the bill, the House of 
the Federation would be 
made up of M members se¬ 
lected by the Commons, 58 by 
the provinces and one each 
from the Yukon and North¬ 
west Territories. 

Membership of the new 
chamber would be partly re¬ 
shuffled after each federal or 
provincial election. The 
members selected by the 
Commons, for example, 
would be rearranged in line 
with the percentage of the 
popular vote each party 
earned in each province in a 
general election. Each prov¬ 
ince's representatives would 
be similarly shuffled to con¬ 
form with party divisions in 
the provincial legislature 
after an election there. 

The new House, like the 
current Senate, would not 
have the right to introduce 
money bills. And its mem¬ 
bers. already dubbed “feds" 
on Parliament Hill, would be 
required to protect French 
and English language rights 
by passing any legislation 
with “linguistic signifi¬ 
cance” by a majority of both 
English and French-speak¬ 
ing. 

Provinces would be also be 
given a say in appointments 
to the proposed new 11-mem¬ 
ber Supreme Court. The pro¬ 
vincial governments would 
be consulted in advance, but 
in the absence of any agree¬ 
ment. the judges would be 
picked by a nominating coun¬ 
cil. The House of the Federa¬ 
tion would have to approve 
the appointments. 

There would be four Que¬ 
bec justices instead of the 
present three. Of the remain¬ 
ing seven, there would have 
to be at least one from each of 
Ontario. British Columbia, 
the Prairies and the Atlantic 
region. 


Under the bill, only Judge* 
from Quebec would be al¬ 
lowed to rule on matters con¬ 
cerning Quebec ctvH law. 

Trudeau's bill was prompt 
ed. in part, by the Quebec 
independence movement and 
demands by all provinces for 
greater power. In it, the 
prim* minister propoaet to 
make annual meetings by the 
11 government leaders a con¬ 
stitutional requirement, to 
consult premiers before ap¬ 
pointing lieutenant-gover¬ 
nors and to make certain fed 
eral payments to the 
provinces constitutionally 
binding. 

The functions of the prime 
minister and cabinet would 
be spelled out in law for the 
first time. 

And the legislation would 
add a section to the constitu¬ 
tion describing the Maple 
Leaf flag as Canada's flag, O 
Canada as the national an¬ 
them, God Save the Queen as 
the royal anthem and A marl 
usque ad mare—from sea to 
sea—as Canada's motto. 

Under the proposed rights' 
charter, Canadians would be 
guaranteed freedom of move¬ 
ment and freedom from dis 
crimination on the basis of 
race, ethnic origin, color, re¬ 
ligion. sex. language or age. 

Parents would be given the 
right to educate their chil¬ 
dren In either French or Eng¬ 
lish in treat where there 
were enough children coming 
from minority-language 
homes to warrant provision 
of schools. 

The legislation would bind 
only the federal government 
and Its institutions to the 
rights' charter. Provinces 
have the option of rejecting 
the charter or of passing pro¬ 
vincial legislation making it 
law in their jurisdiction. Edu¬ 
cation. for instance, is a pro¬ 
vincial field, and the pro¬ 
posed educational language 
provisions could only come 
into effect if the provinces 
accept them.

The guerrlUn, reporting more battle* In the region, 
uld the ambuah death* brought the number of Ethio¬ 
pian* killed to nearly 2,000 in a single week. , 

But diplomatic lource* with acceta to Intelligence 
report* on the Ogaden, largely populated by ethnic 
Somali*, described the claim* a* highly exaggerated. 

The guerrilla bulletin Dinah, pubilibed In Mogadi¬ 
shu and broadcast by the state radio In the Somali 
capital, said two Ethiopian convoy* totalling >1 trucks 
were destroyed and their occupants killed In the 


ambuah outside the town of Degahabuf. 

On Monday, Mogadishu Radio uld 212 Ethiopian 

a were killed laat week In Bale province on the 
rn edge of the Ogaden, 242 near Degehabur and 
404 In other clashes. 

The diplomatic sources said there were signs of an 
Increasing number of small-scale attacks In the Oga¬ 
den, any one of which might have caused the Ethiopian 
army a dozen or so casualties. 

They said the guerrilla activity had becoms a 
conatant headache for Ethiopian and Cuban com¬ 
manders who have been In the Ogaden since an 
eight-month conventional war ended with a Somali 
retreat last March.

CHICAGO (CP) — Local 
Nazi leader Frank Collin said 
Tuesday he probably would 
cancel a planned protest 
march by neo-Nazis through 
the predominantly Jewish 
community of Skokie, III. 

The announcement, which 
relieved tension in the quiet 
suburban community where 
several thousand survivors of 
the German Nazi holocaust 
live, cam* after a U.S. fed¬ 
eral judge ruled the Nazis 
might march instead in their 
home territory on Chicago's 
south-west side. 

"I'll have to see the paper 
work and the opinion before I 
make a final decision, but 
right now it sounds pretty 
good.” Collin told an inter¬ 
viewer. 

Pressed on whether he was 
likely to cancel the Skokie 
protest, scheduled for Sun¬ 
day, he replied: ' Probably." 

Previously, the Nazi leader 
said that he would call off the 
potentially explosive Skokie 
demonstration if his group 
won the right to rally on its 
home turf in Chicago's Mar¬ 
quette Park. 


Liberal winner 
in Colombia vote 


BOGOTA (Reuter) — Con¬ 
servative party candidate 
Belisarlo Betancur tacitly 
conceded defeat Tuesday to 
his Liberal rival. Julio Cesar 
Turbay Ayala, In Colombia's 
presidential election held 
J une 4. 

Betancur said In a state¬ 
ment he will not join the new 
government and indicated he 
will act as its chief critic. 

Turbay Ayala will succeed 
fellow Liberal Alfonso Lopez 
Michelsen as president once 
he is officially proclaimed 
after a recount of the votes. 

He had earlier pledged to 
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Wrathall—a white who Is 
tha ceremonial head of 
state—said the government 
was determined to press 
ahead, despite foreign oppo¬ 
sition, with the Internal set¬ 
tlement signed March 3. 

"This demonstration of 
good faith between black and 
white wll), it is believed, 
eventually triumph over the 
reservations expressed by 
other governments as to the 
genuineness of the Internal 
settlement and thereby lead 
to the removal of sanctions 
and bring about the rcsuntp 
lion of normal relations with 
countries In Africa and else¬ 
where,” he declared. 

He said the session's major 
tasks were to draft and enact 
a new majority-rule constitu¬ 
tion. to register voters for the 
promised one-man, one-vote 
election and to draft a "com¬ 
prehensive and practical pro¬ 
gram for the removal of dis¬ 
criminatory legislation and 
administrative practices.” 

The legislators must also 
call for the referendum 
among white voters promised 
by Prime Minister Ian Smith 
on the Internal settlement, he 
said. 

Wrathall blasted Patriotic 
Front leaders Joshua Nkomo 
and Robert Mugabe for 
"doing their utmost to frus¬ 
trate progress to indepen¬ 
dence based on majority 
rule." The front, not included 
in the settlement, has reject¬ 
ed It and vows to sustain Its 
black guerrilla war. 

The significance of the ses¬ 
sion was the participation of 
black nationalist leaders in a 
ceremony previously re¬ 
served for whiles and their 
minority of black political 
allies. 

Wrathall was escorted into 
the assembly by six high 
ranking military officers—all 
white. Then the members 
filed in—Including Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa, Rev. Nda 
baningi Sithole and Chief 
Jeremiah Chirau, the three 
black members of the transi¬ 
tional executive council. 


Irish drivers 
law’s target 

DUBLIN, Ireland (UPI) — The government Tues¬ 
day proposed a new law under which driving after 
drinking a* little as three pints of beer could land an 
Irish driver in jail for six months. 

Tough new measures to chase drunken drivers from 
highways were expected to move quickly through 
parliament, government spokesmen said. 

The new.laws quintuple fines for drunk driving — to 
1922 — and set blood alcohol limits at the equivalent of 
three pints of beer. Refusal to provide specimens of 
breath, blood or urine for analysis will be punished by 
up to six months in jail or a 8922 fine.

Expectations 
set too high? 

IT IS IRONICAL (hat today when school enrol 
ment has dropped and there Is a surplus of 
teachers, school boards cannot afford to hire 
more teachers to provide quality education In 
smaller classes. On, the contrary, school boards 
and taxpayers alike are having to adjust to 
the fact that while the school population is 
dropping, education costs are rising to an 
all-time high. 

, The first billlon-dollar education budget in 
the history of British Columbia has Just been 
approved.The largest slice of the SI.032,848.- 
80S goes to the public school system where 
enrolment dropped this year by about 10.000 and 
is expected by I9H8 to decline to 475,000 from 
527,771 last year. Higher costs caused school 
district budgets to go up by 10 per cent and the 
average mill rate for school taxes in the province 
increased from 47.502 In 1977 to 50.315 this year. 
The average mill rate consists of a basic levy 
this year of 39.730 mills set by the government 
plus an additional mill rate set by each school 
district. In Greater Victoria the total mill rate 
for schools is 45.487, an increase of 1.764 mills 
over last year. Last year the taxpayer paid 57 
per cent of the school costs while this year he Is 
paying 65 per cent. In districts like Saanich and 
Sooke where school populations are rising, the 
cost to taxpayers Is even higher. 

Where does all this money go? Increased 
labor costs for everything the school boards have 
to buy. from teachers’ salaries to fuel oil, un¬ 
doubtedly account for a major portion of the 
increases and most administrations today are 
given-to expensive bureaucractlc excesses. But 
what about the dollars spent directly on the 
educating of children? Young people reach uni¬ 
versity level unable to perform basic skills, such 
as writing a simple essay in English In spite of 
the fact that we have expected a great deal of our 
educational system 

We have asked for a solid grounding in the 
basics, for a meaningful second language pro¬ 
gram. for a program of physical fitness and 
education which would bring our flabby youth 
back into shape and recognizing that the arts are 
as important to society as the sciences; we have 
encouraged art. music and drama in the schools. 
We recognize that vocational and commercial 
classes have their place In the scheme of things. 
We have also expected that the schools teach 
things to our children which we as parents 
should be responsible for. such as health, nutri¬ 
tion and sex. 

If we consider all of this necessary, then we 
have to pay for it. But have we expected (or 
perhaps the schools assumed responsibility for) 
too much? 

In order to keep costs down and still 
provide quality education, schools may have to 
narrow their focus and leave some things, such 
as driver training, for example, to others 

There’s the bean 

CONSUMERS HAVE BEEN TOLD to slop beef 
ing and pay the price. If they want steak on the 
barbeque they will have to accept continually 
rising prices. 

What’s more, the Consumers Association of 
Canada has been warned not to lobby for a 
ceiling on beef prices because that could 
seriously damage the cattle industry. 

Statistics Canada has announced an in¬ 
crease of 10.5 per cent in beef prices over the 
past month. Not surprising. It happens every 
summer when the outdoor cooks light up the 
charcoal. 

It seems there is an element of panic when¬ 
ever beef prices rise or a possible shortage 
looms. The truth of the matter is that if all our 
beef were exported tomorrow , most Canadians 
' would be healthier, providing of course. thg^~ 
consumed alternate sources of protein. Nutrition 
experts have been telling the North American 
consumer for some time now that he is eating too 
much meat for his own good. 

Despite the health warnings, beef continues 
to be the largest meat item in the consumer food 
index. Beef and fresh imported vegetables were 
the major contributors to the past month’s food 
price increases — the highest in six years 
Consumers have looked to poultry and fish as 
substitutes but prices for these items have 
climbed considerably over the past year too 

What are the alternatives? 

Perhaps we Canadians should take a leaf 
from the cookbooks of the Ear East and adopt 
the legume as a source of protein. Raising steaks 
is a good deal more costly, both economically 
and ecologically, than raising beans 


> Taxes: a reasonable idea gone wild 



At the risk of slating the obvioue In 
the aftermath of the successful Califor¬ 
nia tax revolt and the possibility that a 
large number of other American stales 
will follow, the Canadian home-owner is 
fiiU Of envy, the 10th Commandment 
notwithstanding. 

Taxes have been a scourge of hu 
inanity since history was recorded, and 
possibly even earlier. In the early days, 
however, taxes were paid by the weak to 
the strong — they were synonymous 
with tribute 

As part of political evolution, a “so¬ 
cial contract " theory emerged, beauli 
fully described by the 18th Century 
French philosopher Jean-Jacques Rous 
seau. to the effect that humans, to os 
cape a “wolf eats wolf society, banded 
logether and chose the most qualified to 
perform certain governmental tasks, 
such as protection of life and property. 
In exchange for which individuals sur 
rendered some of their freedoms and 
relinquished part of their property 

With the expansion of governmental 
functions, the amount required and ob 
lalned by governments also grew rapid 
ly- 

The easiest and cheapest tax levies 
are based oil salaries and property. The 
former oblige bulb the payer and the 

recipient to report, which eases verifl 
cation, and the latter la visible

Let’s take a closer look 
at these claims of racism 


Among those earnest peo 
pie who would save us from 
ourselves, it is fashionable to 
decry advertising. To quiet 
their tantrums, politicians 
are constrained to impose 
mounting restrictions upon 
that useful industry. 

Yet the real threat to our 
freedom comes not from the 
slogans of the advertiser but 
from those of the social activ¬ 
ist. 

The advertiser wants us to 
choose his product but in 
doing so reminds us that we 
are still free to choose. The 
slogans of the activist have 
another purpose altogether 

Take the slogan of racism, 
now raised almost dally In 
Canada's major cities. What 
is it but a charge that people 
of one race prefer not to 
mingle with people of an 
other? 

On the face of it, the charge 
is absurd. In the course of 
daily affairs, acquaintances 
are made by chance. People 
are brought together by mu¬ 
tual interest and race has 
nothing to do with iL Whether 
any of those acquaintances 
subsequently become friends 
is another matter. 

The likelihood is that 
friendship will be sought 
among people who are In tune 
with one another. If they are 
of the same country, if their 
upbringing and education 
have been alike, if their ca¬ 
reers have exposed thym to 
similar experiences, they 
start from a much more 
satisfactory base than if each 
of those attributes was differ¬ 
ent 

They are comfortable to 
gelher. Nuances of speech, 
oblique references to matters 



of common knowledge, 
shared states and opinions 
supply them with a facility of 
language not communicable 
to strangers. 

How can It be otherwise? 
To suppose that people will 
set out to make friends with 
others of alien background 
and upbringing is sentimen¬ 
tal nonsense 

This is not to say that such 
friendships will not occur, or 
(hat they will not prosper; 
merely that most people will 
not seek them because they 
have neither inclination nor 
opportunity to do so. 

Nor does a disinclination to 
make friends have anything 
to do with politeness. If for no 
other reason than ihal its ab¬ 
sence might be construed as 
discimination, politeness be¬ 
tween people of different 
races If often more pro¬ 
nounced than between com¬ 
patriots 


Why theo do the activists 
seize upon incidents which, if 
they were to occur between 
people of the same race, 
would .go unremarked? They 
do so because they are in.the 
business of pretending that 
everyone Is equal and be¬ 
cause publicizing such Inci¬ 
dents is good for their busi¬ 
ness. 

By charges of bias, of dis¬ 
crimination. of racism they 
hope to force politicians into 
more intervention on behalf 
of the minorities they claim 
to sponsor. But what they are 
sponsoring Is the same perni¬ 
cious doctrine that inspires 
the foes of the advertising 
industry: the doctrine that all 
wisdom resides in the state 
and its officials. 

Whatever differences ob¬ 
tain between the races — and 
geneticists (ell us that they 
are literally only skin deep — 
they are as nothing compared 
to the difference, regardless 
of race, between individuals.

The 
old truism that governments have no 
money of their own, they have only w hat 
they take from others, is ignored. When 
a government grams a tax reduction, 
such as the recent partial sales tax 


remission, the citizenry i* expect to 
react o> recipient* of large***- 

Thc tale* ux reduction amounts to 
approximately <85 per Canadian. Fed 
oral expndlture on Mirabel Airport — a 
superfluous and unwanted bestowal on 
Quebec — cost so far over <1 billion or 
about <500 per Canadian. Expenditures 
for the Canadian International Develop 
ment Agency, most of which art re 
moved from parliamentary scrutiny, 
are about the same — <500 per Cana¬ 
dian. 

Although the Canadian constitutional 
system unfortunately precludes (hr op 
cions of direct democracy. Canadians 
are not completely deprived of power 
Nothing Is dearer to a politician ihin 
re-election, on a personal and on a 
pariv basis. At election time, on all 
leveis of government, let voters con 
errned with fiscal restraint and who 
believe that the tax burden is. for a 
sluggish peace-time economy, excess¬ 
ive, cast their ballots for those who offer 
a better alternative. 

Let voters keep an eye on perfor¬ 
mance. and if not forthcoming, disre 
garding party or personality, elect an 
alternative. Once legislators realize 
that they are being judged as individ¬ 
uals, not as small screws in the party 
machine, greater responsibility to the 
voter will be forthcoming.

BUENOS AIRES — A wave 
of unrest is sweeping across 
l.atin America, stemming 
from dissatisfaction with the 
sleep decline in living stan¬ 
dards from the long recession 
in the industrial world. 

The unrest is shaking de¬ 
mocracies, like Colombia, 
and military dictatorships, 
like Peru and Brazil, alike. 
Encouraging It is the move¬ 
ment towards greater democ¬ 
racy sponsored by the United 
Stales. 

The only countries to es¬ 
cape this restiveness are the 
harsh military dictatorships. 
Argentina and Uruguay, and 
two countries where the stan¬ 
dard of living is rising fail. 
Paraguay and Venezuela, 
both rich In energy re¬ 
sources. But Argentina could 
easily be heading for a social 
upheaval unless the standard 
of living starts rising again . 
soon, while Venezuela Is 
heading straight for a bal 
ance of payments crisis that 
is likely to need tough and 
highly unpopular austerity 
measures to solve. 

Mexico Is a powder-keg 
which could explode at any 
moment, even though It is 
generally regarded as a 
miracle of stability in Latin 
America. Its fundamental 
weakness is rampaging popu¬ 
lation growth: in 1950 there 
were 26 million Mexicans, in 
1960 there were 36 million, 
today there are 65 million and 
there could be 135 million by 
the end of the century. 

The country has run out 
of arable land for the peas¬ 
ants and needs more water 
for the rapidly growing city 
populations. More than half 
the labor force is unem¬ 
ployed. and most of those 
with Jobs are discontented 
with their wages. 

There have been several 
major strikes since Presi 
dent Lopez Portillo took of¬ 
fice in December 1976 and 
subjected the country to 
severe austerity. Even the re¬ 
cent discoveries of vast 
amounts of oil cannot do 
more than palliate the situa¬ 
tion. 

In Colombia, the unions 
and the government are vir¬ 
tually at war. Last year the 
country’s four big union 
groupings combined to pdsh 
for high wages. They were 
greatly encouraged by the 
boom tn coffee prices but this 
was a one-time thing and Co- 
'ombia remains one of the 
poorest countries In the West¬ 
ern hemisphere. There ii 
simply no way that the gov¬ 
ernment can give the unions 
the 50 per cent increase they 
are demanding with a series 
of general strikes. 

Colombia la one of Latin 
America's rare democracies, 
but it may not remain so for 
long. Confidence In the gov¬ 
ernment’s ability to maintain 
law and order is low. with 
kidnappings and shoot-outs 
every bit as frequent as in 
Italy, and the security forces 
are rotten with corruption 

Peru i* at the beginnings of 
an upheaval that could lake 
the country anywhere. Wret 
chedly incompetent adminis- 
tration. unrealistic policies 
and some sheer bad luck 
during 10 years of rule by 
a left-wing military govern¬ 
ment has left the country 
bankrupt. Austerity for many 
yean is inevitable no nutter 
who rules, but the unions are 
already demanding massive 
increases with strikes and 
riots and. from the far Left, 
calls for a violent revolution 

Brazil has been unable to 
stand aside from the big 
changes in the world econ¬ 
omy. It benefltted from the 
poat-war boom but la the last

few years exporting has been 
harder and the price of oil 
sky-high, so Brazil has been 
obliged to struggle fiercely to 
keep growing. 

The drift towards greater 
democracy has come at an 
inconvenient time. The mili¬ 
tary government, in power 
since 1964, Is no longer able to 
point to a startling economic 
growth rate as proof of com 
pelence. Instead It ts having 
to ask for austerity and un¬ 
derstanding. This Is not auto¬ 
matically forthcoming from 
the growing opposition com¬ 
posed of politicians, indusl 
rialists. intellectuals, 
churchmen and even some 
army officers who dislike the 
regime's arbitrary, heavy- 
handed ways. 

More dangerous is the 
spreading unrest on the la 
bor front. Brazil's unions 
have always been docile and 
servile, but in recent years a 
large new industrial working 
class has emerged that is de 
manding more action on Its 
behalf. Despite official 
Ihreats. ft Is willing to strike 
to bark its aspirations. 

In May. car-workers and 
others in Sao Paulo went 
on strike. They pointed out 
that while the per capita in¬ 
come of Brazilians has multi 
plied several times since 
1963. the wages of industrial 
workers had been greatly re¬ 
duced — by as much as 50 per 
cent according to some calcu¬ 


lations. Now the Sao Paulu 
workers have started flex 
ing their muscles and others 
elsewhere are likely to fol 
low. The government, 
pledged to be more demu 
cratic. will find it harder to 
lake a ruthlessly repressive 
line against them. 

If Argentina has not been 
hit by the massive strikes, 
demonstrations and riots Ihal 
have been affecting the rest 
of (he region. It Is because the 
unions are still under the 
government’s boot and the 
country's working class is 
afraid. But since the 197i> 
military coup, the standard 
of living has fallen substan 
daily and more and more 
politicians and union leaders 
are willing to voire the seeili 
ing discontent. The govern 
ment wants to raise the stan 
dard of living, but inflation is 
still running at 150 per cent a 
year, leaving it hardly any 
leeway. 

Chile, after being frozen 
in a private ice age for more 
lhan four years, is beginning 
to stir once again. There ha\ < 
been demonstration* on be 
half of human rights in San 
tiago — unthinkable even one 
year ago — and labor dr 
mands for higher wages are 
getting louder and more siri 
dent. Now that the Chilean 
economy is growing al a re 
spectable rate, employers 
are in a position to satisfy 
some demands, but should 
unrest get too conspicuous 
the government could feel ii 
has no option but to wrench 
the clock back again.

He would like to see the Victoria Hospital 
converted to a preventive medical clinic If and when 
that elderly hospital la phased out of its present role. 
Dr. Woodwork has taken the lead In promoting Cardio 
Pulmonary Reiusaatatlon in high schools and this 
technique of reviving heart attack victims will be 
mandatory Instruction for grade 11 and 11 students. 

But at the moment, precious little funding from 
either provincial or federal governments.

Music course 
misunderstood 


I would like to clarify some points that have arisen in 
connection with the project with which I am currently 
associated, namely the proposed affiliation between the 
Victoria Conservatory of Music and Camosun College 
hi order to offer Jointly a two-year diploma program in 
music. 

It Is.lntended that this program train students for a ca¬ 
reer In music, either In performance or In private music 
instruction. 

A misconception has arisen out of the press reporting of < 
the Jum 8 Camosun council meeting where this proposal 

was discussed. 

It could be interpreted from the wording in the news¬ 
paper that the proposal, in its defence of the need for such a 
program. Inferred that the university music program 
concentrate* on academic pursuits at the expense of a 
concentration In music. Such Is not, however, the case. 

As a recent graduate of this program, I can personally 
attest to Ita Intense emphasis on the learning of one's chosen 
instrument which amounts, with performance majors, to 
approximately 50 per cent of the total credit value of the 
course over four years.

The proposed Camosun-Conservatory program likewise 
offers the student an Intense concentration In the playing of 
his or her Instrument with private instruction, ensemble 
work, and other related aspects of music. It also offers 
courses specifically designed to enable the student to in¬ 
struct In his Instrument 

The program does not, however. Include the range of 
"written” music and non-music courses as does the 
university program. This is consistent with the different 
objectives and philosophical approaches of the two institu 


I would like to take this opportunity to state that both 
Rudolph Komoroua, bead of the music department at the 
university, and Dr. Peter Smith, the dean of Dm arts, 
have been moat helpful la the researching of this proposal, 
and have both expressed support for It, agreeing that it 
represents no conflict of interest. 

I thank them for their time In this regard on behalf of the 
Victoria Conservatory of Music and Camosun College, 
as well at myself, and to apologize for any misunderstand 
log that the reports In the papers may have produced.

Pioneering spirit: 




Researchers, engineers, scientists and inventors discover the new tech¬ 
nologies today that help industries win the battle of competition. The 
pulp and paper people fund some of the w orld’s largest research projects 
devoted to the improvement of pulp and papermaking. This industry 
creates more jobs in Canada than any other. Read how its pioneering 
research helps make Canada competitive, to keep Canadians working. 

Canadians have been making paper for a 
hundred and seventy years. You might expect 
Canada’s largest manufacturing industry to 
rest upon its laurels. 

But the competitive world of international 
trade never relaxes. The pulp and paper 
industry has to be on its toes in every way. 

One example of the industry’s future-orient¬ 
ed attitude is in research and development. 

A number of pulp and paper companies do 
their own research and development work. 

They continually improve machines and 
processes, invent better pollution controls. 

Innovations in logging technology have 
established Canada among the world leaders 
in that field. 

But thatl no&nough. The Industry funds 
a large group of scientists and researchers 
who work to improve present methods and 
explore new techniques in pulp and paper 
making. This is The Pulp and Paper Research 
Institute of Canada. 

Their work ranges from far-out mathe¬ 
matical modelling to humdrum water analy¬ 
ses; from probing microscopic fibre structure 
to the development of efficient new ma¬ 
chines and ^grocesses. Herewith a few 
examples that illustrate the industry’s 
forward-looking thrust: 

The scanning electron microscope takes 
pictures of the surfaces of things, enlarged up 
to 50,000 times. 

Suddenly, we can inspect the interleaving 
of wood fibres in different kinds of paper as 
easily as we can see the weave of a knitted 
apres-ski sweater with the naked eye. Paper 
specialists can learn how to improve the 
product for printers. 

The world’s very first scanning electron 
microscope for commercial use was devel¬ 
oped and built for the Pulp and Paper 
Research Institute by the engineering labora¬ 
tories of Cambridge University. 


The Papriformer, for all its size, takes less space 
than an ordinary paper making machine, which can 
he as long as a football field. The Papnformer was 
developed by the Pulp and Paper Research Institute 
of Canada. 

Canadian innovation 
cuts papermaking costs. 

Most paper machines are still as long as a 
football field. A slurry of wood fibre and 
water flows onto a long, moving screen 
where gravity and suction draw out much of 
the water, leaving a wet paper sheet which is 
pressed and dried as it moves down the 
machine. 

The Institute’s scientists developed * ma¬ 
chine, the Papnformer, that draws water 
from both sides of the paper at once. The 
Papnformer offers important advantages. 

(a) The machine takes up less space. 

(b) It has the potential to run at higher speeds 
than conventional machines. 

(c) The paper has the same texture on both 
sides—a better product for publishers 

(d) Most important of all, it can help reduce 
capital and production costs. 

An aside: It costs millions of dollars to install 
modern, competitive equipment like the 
Papriformer. To invest such large quantities 
of capital, a paper company must have 
accumulated sufficient savings from profit. 
Or it must be financially healthy enough ti.e. 
profitable) to borrow the money on good 
terms. This illustrates the importance of 
profit in stimulating grdwth. in making jobs 


An cnergv sell-sufficient 
paper mill? 

Most Canadian industries depend heavily on 
fossil fuels. A dramatic possibility being 
studied by the industry's technical experts is 
to make kraft pulp mills virtually indepen¬ 
dent of petroleum and electricity. About one 
third of Canada's mills are kraft mills. 

To convert mills to he energy-independent 
will take large amounts of engineering and 
money. However, if one day all kraft mills 
could he self reliant in energy use, the pulp 
and paper industry could save 30% of its 
purchased energy consumption. 

Improved process cuts costs, 
cuts pollution. 

When you heft a piece of wood for your 
fireplace or whittle a tent peg for son or 
daughter, it may occur to you to wonder how 
something so hard and solid can he turned 
into paper. 

The microscopic fibres in wood are liber- { 
a ted from the wood by being literally shred¬ 
ded by massive grindstones, or by having the 
natural "glues” dissolved away by chemicals. 

Researchers and inventors in the industry . 
work steadily to find better ways to free fibres ! 
from wood, preferably without chemicals. 

One such improved pulping process makes 
hetter pulp than stone-ground wood and uses 
more of the wood in each tree than the chem¬ 
ical digesting method. ThermoMechanical . 
Pulping, as it is called, may become the most ; 
advantageous pulping process today. It • 
promises to help reduce pollution, make • 
more efficient use of Canada’s greatest 
resource, and help the mills that can use it to 
make paper at more competitive costs. 

Pioneering research and the sharing off 
technical knowledge is a tradition in the pulp ‘ 
and paper industry. J

It was suspend¬ 
ed June 2 by Ottawa because 
of dissatisfaction with lu op¬ 
eration. Fishermen were 
banned from each other's 
waters.

The virus, known as Lake 
Venice virus, has reduced the 
mllfqil population In at least 
one area to fivp per cent of its 
original Infestation That 
area was Chesapeake Bay.a 
brackish marsh area border 
ing Virginia on tbe U.S. east 
era seaboard, and a source of 
the original infestation of the 
waterweed from Europe 

S R Carpenter, of Ine bot 
any department. University 
of Wisconsin, reported a dra 
matlc drop In milfoil popula 
tion of nearby Lake Wingra 
and said although he hadn't 
tested the lake for the virus, 
he knew it had spread 
through many lakes In the 
United Stales and the Ontario 
milfoil population was 
"crashing” too 

Carpenter, who gave a 
paper on the decomposition 
rates of milfoil in Lake Win 
gra. said his studies were 
concentrated In the year 1975 
In the summer of 1976. the 
mllfell population had 
dropped by one-third, and It 
was 20 per cent of the 1975 
rate in 1977. while this year 
it had dropped to two or three 
per cent of the original Infes 
tatlon rate 

Carpenter, under question 
ing at the workshop on ms 
crophytes (large water 
weeds) said he was at a loss 
to explain the milfoil drop 
and added thai l of W re 
searchers were now looking 


for the pathogens that caused 
thr milfoil to decline 
,He added that the milfoil- 
infested areas were gradual 
ly being recolonlzed by native 
waterweed* 

Dr. Patricia Llm of the 
B.C environment ministry 
was questioned after she re 
v iewed her department * ef¬ 
forts oa into test plots on the 
north arm of Okanagan Lake 
to combat milfoil by using 
granular 2.4-D In 1976 

She said thr environment 
ministry was "aware" of the 
Lake Venice virus, but had 
not yet begun investigating 
biological controls of the mil¬ 
foil menace 

(Another B C. government 
scientist said later that one 
problem with bringing it here 
was the difficulty in identify 
ing the virus and obtaining it 
in sufficient concentration to 
"catch on" in B.C. He admit 
ted. however, that It should 
be relatively easy for plant 
pathologists to culture it-in a 
medium and added that it 
appeared to be specific to 
Eurasian milfoil and thus 
would not harm oth/r 
plants.) 

In her paper. Dr. Lim said 
two areas of about half a 
hectare (just over an acre) 
each were sprayed with 2.4 
D at the rate of 112 kilogram* 
per hectare (230 pound* an 
acre).

cal future on the issue. 

Aid Geoffrey Van 
freight sponsored a mo¬ 
tion that the question be 
ppt lo the electorate at 
the next municipal elec¬ 
tion. but withdrew il later 
and said he would intro¬ 
duce the motion at the 
next council meeting 

Mayor Mel Couveller 
said he was not opposed 
to putting the question to 
the people providing a 
second question was 
added on the ballot ask 
'ing voters if they favored 
a municipal land-banking 
scheme 

"In my estimation, a 
minimum speculative 
windfall profit from a 
municipally operated 


landbank scheme would 
bf in the order of 10 
mills—about $2 million— 
a year." he said. 

Council Is now consid¬ 
ering an alternative site 
wi-si of Roy Road for a 
125-acre municipally- 
owned industrial park 

The issue wax re-jgnit 
rd as aldermen were de¬ 
bating a letter from Oak 
Properties Ltd., which 
asked that its property at 
Royal Oak be rezoned 
from "established indust 
rial’* to "established 
urban." 

Frank Krieger. author 
of the letter, said “we are 
still very much in favor of 
an Industrial park at 
Royal Oak, but if this is 
out of the question we 
want to proceed with a 
high density housing de¬ 
velopment on the prop¬ 
erly." 

The committee also 
considered a petition con¬ 
taining 22 signatures of 
Royal Oak proprrty 
owners asking that the 
properly not be rezoned 
to residential. 

Tbe homeowners said 
all studies undertaken In 
connection with Industrial 
development had pin¬ 
pointed Royal Oak as the 
logical and desirable site.

June I. 1979 was 14 degree* 
Followup tests showed 2.4 
D to have drifted to adjoining 
test plots in a concentration 
of one part per million, above 
the recommended level for 
safety in drinking water, 
while In the test plots them¬ 
selves, the sediment had de¬ 
clined to 0.11 ppm after three 
days and to unmeasurably 
small levels after eight days. 

In the weeds themselves. 
2.4-D peaked at 99 ppm two 
days after application, was 
still detectable after 72 day* 
and look 159 days to reach 
undetectable levels. 

Questioned by colleagues 
as lo why the herbicide was 
chosen Instead of mowing 
Dr. Lim said it was hoped 
2.4-D would kill the roots of 
the plants. Apparently that 
didn't happen, although she 
did not elaborate on the point. 

Another scientist said 2.4- 
D had been shown to produce 
chlorinated biphenyls— 
known cancer agents—in 
drinking water although it 
was present in undetectable 
small levels. Dr. Llm replied 
that alternative drinking 
water sources were provided 
for nearby residents tor a 
period after application 
She said milfoil infestation 
had cov ered 500 acres in 1975 
and this increased jo more 
than 1.900 acres this year and 
estimated the weed could 
eventually cover 75 per cent 
of the shallow areas of the 
lake 

Dr. Lim added that con 
trary to earlier belief, mil¬ 
foil—in B.C. waterways'at 
least—is not confined to calm 
lake areas, but has estab¬ 
lished itself in flowing 
streams, and she showed a 
color slide of this 
She concluded by saying 
that the environment min 
istiy did not propose to elimi¬ 
nate milfoil from the Okana- 
gan lake system but merely 
to control It In about 500 acres

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Wimbledon: a genteel tradition 


LONDON JRruter) - Tan- 
nla’t aew genaratipa of rich 
young superstars and one of 
the most traditional events In 
the world's sporting calendar 
come together here on Mon¬ 
day with the itart of the 1978 
Wimbledun championships. 

The tournament la part of 
the unique English summer 
season which links social and 
sporting occasions. 

The season started with the 
Royal Ascot horse race meet¬ 
ing, the opening of Wimble¬ 
don follows, and then comes 
Henley Roysl Regatta where 
young ladles with strident 
nasal voices strut the tow 
path while on the RJver 
Thames young oarsmen 
strain the pain barrier. 

Wimbledon has always 
been a genteel affair. It was 
the first lawn tennis tourna¬ 
ment ever held soon after the 
game waa Invented In Eng¬ 
land aa a refined form of

exercise for Victorian gentle¬ 
men. 

Women, of course, were not 
allowed to sully their femi¬ 
ninity In the flrat Wimbledon 
championships In 1877. 


Thoso 18th century Pio¬ 
neers of tennis would be 
amazed how the game has 
developed. The fierceness of 
Jimmy Connors's competi¬ 
tiveness, the breathtaking 
speed of Roscoe Tanner's 
service and the satisfied 
smile of Bjorn Borg's bank 
manager art all a far cry 
from the game's unheralded 
birth. 

But while tennis has ad¬ 
vanced dramatically, the two 
weeks of Wimbledon still at¬ 
tract an audience that re¬ 
flects those early days. 

It remains predominantly 
an outing for the English 
middle-classes who arrived 
in their brightly polished cars 
and demolish the contents of 
their picnic hampers before 
entering the beautifully man¬ 
icured grounds of the All- 
England Club In suburban 
Wimbledon. 

Conveniently, proceedings 
do not get under way till two

For a number of 
years he was Canadian repre- 
ventatlve of the International 
Woodworkers of America and 
In 1140 he presented a brief to 
the federal government an 
behalf of the IWA-CTO which 
helped to achieve unemploy¬ 
ment insurance benefits for 
the logging Industry In B.C. i 

He was elected leader of 
the B.C. Communlkt Party In 
1945, and served In that ca¬ 
pacity until his retirement 
owing to III health In October. 
1077. The party recently 
elected him provincial choir 
man. He was a member of the 
party's central committee 

During his leadership, he 
took a strong stand against 
the giveaway of B.C. re 
sources, and urged the devel 
opment of manufacturing in 
B.C. Ho was also opposed to 
the Columbia River treaty. 

The provincial executive of 
the party said the Communist 
movement had lost "a devot¬ 
ed. self-sacrificing and cap¬ 
able spokesman who gave his 
life and energy to the cause of 
labor and socialism." 

He is survived by his wife 
Mooa. a son David, two 
grandchildren, and a brother 
Richard.

“For many devices import 
ed for clinical trials, this 
regulatory provision la being 
Ignored by the manufacturer 
The clinician la not always 
made aware of the expert 
mental nature of the device 
and mey noteven realize that 


In some instances the device 
Is not allowed for sale In fee 
country of manufacture "

Ten years ago this month, 
he was convicted in Boston of 
conspiracy to aid. abet and 
counsel young men to avoid 
the draft for the Vietnam 
war. He was sentenced to two 
years In prison, but the con¬ 
viction was overturned by a 
higher court. 

Looking back now, he says 
he has no regrets except that 
It took so long to stop the war 

His anti-war protests 
turned many mothers and old 
establishment friends 
against him. Medical col¬ 
leagues shunned him. He was 
dubbed the "father of per¬ 
missiveness." the bearer of a 
"Spock-marked" generation 
of hippies whom he marched 
beside. 

“It helped me to grow up.” 
he says. “I'm much more 
outgoing, much more self-as¬ 
sured. I don’t believe there's 
an equal amount of right any¬ 
more on two sides of a ques¬ 
tion. Either It’s right or It’s 
wrong. It's helped me to be 
bold about making up my 
own mind." 

A lot of people think he's a 
lot younger now than he was 
before. , 

"This partly came from de¬ 
fying a government that was 
wrong." he says. “But It was

development at Western Re¬ 
serve University In Cleve¬ 
land. Within six months he 
was Indicted by the federal 
government, a move that 
surprised him because he fi¬ 
gured "They're not going to 
go after an old person, an old 
pediatrician like me. 

"I think the next thing that 
was surprising to me was 
that 1 didn’t feel more guilt. 
I'd always been • goody 
goody, very law abiding all 
my life. I always felt nervous 
when I was In the presence of 
a policeman. This was be¬ 
cause of my severe upbring¬ 
ing. 

"I thought I would have 
been trembling all through 
the trial. I didn't feel that 
nervous at all. I think that 
one reason was that there 
were four other persons on 
trial with me. one of them the 
chaplain of Yale University." 

Despite his alliance with 
youth and protests. Spock 
continued many of his con- 
servattve ways until he di¬ 
vorced Jane, his wife of near¬ 
ly S6 years, and married 
Mary Morgan. 34, a year and 
a half ago and moved to her 
native Arkansas 


He met Mary when she In¬ 
vited him to speak at a work¬ 
shop she organised, “and we 
fell In love almost instantly " 

"The last step was marry¬ 
ing Mary, who's much youn¬ 
ger than 1.1 changed most of 
my attitudes and I've become 
much more open, much 
warmer and approachable." 

He says an off-hand com¬ 
ment by his new wife that he 
looked 10 years younger In 
more casual attire changed 
his manner of dress, ‘"niat 
did it. Since then I’ve hardly 
worn a dark blue suit.” 

Last month, she threw a 
75th-birthday party for Spock 
In their new solar home over¬ 
looking Beaver Lake. They 
danced the disco. Her gift 
was a course In transcenden¬ 
tal meditation. 

Mary Morgan, whom Spock 
describes as a "very ener¬ 
getic person." also changed 
bis menu from meat and po¬ 
tatoes to health foods. 

"The only meats we have 
are fish and chicken," he 
says. “But then in addition 
we have large amounts of 
salads and green vegetables 
and fruit No more pudding. 


no more ice cream, no sugar 
in the house." 

Spock Is I feet 4 and a trim 
1*5 pounds. He says he Is In 
excellent health except for a 
functional heart condition 
that occasionally flares up 
but passes in a few days with 
proper care and medication 

The Spocks divide their 
time between their custom 
built home in Arkansas and 
aboard their yacht sailing In 
the Virgin Islands or off the 
coast of Maine. 

They planned a modest 
home, but when it was fin¬ 
ished it cost three times the 
original estimate.

There’s peril 
in high-low 
blood 
pressure

OWM CWK Irnltt 

Your physician tells you 
ihat your blood pressure is 
high sometimes and normal 
sometimes. 

He says that Intermittent 
elevation of arterial blood 
pressure and Intervening 
periods of normal blood 
pressure is called labile hy¬ 
pertension. and he tells you 
not to worry 

Well, maybe, maybe not. 

It It true that labile hy¬ 
pertension Itself does not 
seem to damage organs. By 
comparison, sustained essen¬ 
tial hypertension — contin¬ 
uously nigh blood pressure — 
is frequently associated with 
damage to the central ner¬ 


vous system, the heart and 
the kidneys. 

OK. you don't have that 
kind. Yours la the labile kind, 
the funny kind of blood 
pressure that Is lomstlmes 
nigh and sometimes low. so 
what's the worry? 

Evidence suggests Ihat the 
labile hypertensive person 
has a good chance of 
progressing to the continuous 
and dangerous stage of high 
blood pressure. 

' Dr. Robert M. Carey says a 
uniformly accepted measure 
ment of labile hypertension is 
difficult to obtain. However, 
he pegged It at diastolic blood 
pressure readings intermit¬ 
tently above M In ages 15 to 55 
and intermittently below that 
measurement, of the blood 


pressure level which is read 
during the lime the heart 
muscle Is relaxed 
Carey, associate professor 
of Intnmsl medicine. Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia Hospital, 
Charlottesville. Vi., aays la¬ 
bile hypertension Is present 
In ipproxlmately 10 per cent 
of the general population, and 
that one person In 100 devel¬ 
ops It every year. 

He said recent studies sug¬ 
gest that approximately 10 to 
25 per cent of labile hyperten 
slve patients progress lo sus¬ 
tained hypertenaion. 

Carey's study showed a 
high percentage of labile hy¬ 
pertension In tha young, 
which tends to decrease as 
age Increases. 

In contrast, the prevalence 


of sustained hypertension is 
low In the young and In¬ 
creases with advancing age 

“These raaults an consis¬ 
tent with the hypothesis that 
labile hypertenaion may 
evolve into sustained hyper¬ 
tension over a period of aev- 
oral yean In a sustained pro¬ 
portion of tha labile 
hypertensive population," 
Cany laid. 

He added that tha labile 
hypertensive may have an In¬ 
creased risk of morbidity and 
mortality due to cardiovascu¬ 
lar disease as compared with 
persons with normal blood 
pressure 

And. unfortunately, ha 
said, there Is no evidence that 
medical treatment of labile 
hypertension Is of any value. 


Caray said tevaral investi¬ 

gators believe that persons 
with labile hypertension 
progress lo continuous hy¬ 
pertension because of a "hy¬ 
perkinetic circulatory stato" 
prior to the development of a 
fixed alavaton of dlaatolic 
blood prataurt. 

This hyperkinetic circula¬ 
tory state la characterised by 
a high output of blood from 
the Mart and an Increased 
rate of heart contraction and 
systolic pressure, which Is 
the pressure inside the ar¬ 
teries when ihe heart con¬ 
tracts at each beat. 

This state, Carey said. Is 
analogous to changes In the 
cardiovascular system dur¬ 
ing sudden emotional stress 
in the defence response of 
animals under attack.

Dear Dr. Thestesen: You 
had an article a few months 
back that interested me very 
much. It had to do with hav¬ 
ing a ream job on arteries to 
prevent strokes. 1 believe It 
was in.the neck. My question 
is would this work for a per¬ 
son after be had a stroke? 
Would It help? - H.D. 

I doubt that I used the term 
"ream Job." The procedure 
to which yon refer la an “en¬ 
darterectomy.” It la an open¬ 
ing up of the artery (usually 
the carotid artery) that 
serves the brain It can be 
done if tests show the artery 
"clogged" with material 
such as cholesterol plaques. 
While effective In preventing 
strokes from occuring. It will 
not undo the brain damage 
from a stroke. It might help 
prevent future strokes, how¬ 
ever. 1 can always leave It up 
to my readers to come up 
with colorful (albeit 
non-medical) phrases, to de¬ 
scribe various procedures. 

Dear Dr. Thosleson: Please 
send any material you have 
for my ll-year-old girl who 
should be starting her men¬ 
strual periods very soon. She 
needs all the available infor¬ 
mation to explain every¬ 
thing—Mrs. B.B. 

Some girls menstruate at 
11 years, but it's likely to be s 
year or two before your 
daughter actually starts. 
You. as her mother having 
been through this, are the 
best one to advise and to dis¬ 
cuss it with her. She should be 
alerted to avoid embarrass 
ment should it happen outside 
Ihe home. 

Books may confuse her al 
this age. You can begin ca¬ 
sual discussion, putting out 
leading questions to find out 
what she knows. Be ready to 
answer directly any ques¬ 
tions she has. She ui 


ly has accumulated a store of 
information and misinforma¬ 
tion on the aubject already — 
from older sisters or school¬ 
mates. Your chief role may 
be In aelting the facts straight 
for her. 

Begin with your own edu¬ 
cation. There are many books 
in the library on the subject. 
Some mothers end up learn¬ 
ing as much is the young¬ 
sters. Emphasise that this is 
a natural event for all women 
and not to be regarded as a 
disabling “curse,” an Illness, 
or unclean. 

Dear Dr. Thostesaa: My 
brother has a Job where he 
stands and walks a lot. Also 
he puts in W to M hours a 
week. He's been complaining 
about the calves of his legs 
hurting so much he can hard¬ 
ly walk at times. We beg him 
to see a doctor, but be always 
says he has no time. Cai you 
please tell him what he can 
do and if there is any medica¬ 
tion that he can take? He is 57 
years old and a hard worker. 
He doesn't drink, but does 
smoke. — I.P. 

That's stress enough to tax 
the strongest legs. Foot me¬ 
chanics may be a factor. Hr 
should be fitted for shoes to 
make his standing and walk 
ing more comfortable. Also, 
he should cut down or quit 
smoking, which can cause 
blood flow deficiency espe¬ 
cially In the legs. His doctor 
will want to check Ihe general 
circulation lo the legs, which 
can be a factor at this age. In 
the meantime an aspirin 
three or four times a day with 
a five-grain quinine capsule 
in the middle of the day might 
help. If he is going to continue 
this rigorous schedule he had 
better seek an ounce of pre¬ 
vention, which only his doctor 
ran prescribe depending on 
Ihe cause of his leg discom¬ 
fort.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The U.S. Army Is holding two 
civilian researchers in total 
isolation on a military post 
following their accidental ex¬ 
posure to deadly lassa fever 
virus In a laboratory acci¬ 
dent. It was learned Tuesday. 

Two weeks ago. a vial of 
contaminated blood accident¬ 
ly splaahed on one of Ihe two 
employees at the Centre for 
Disease Control In Atlanta. 
Ga.. and both men were ex¬ 
posed lo ihe virus. However, 
they have shown no signs of 
contracting the disease. 

Officials at the centre said 
ihe researchers were flown lo 
the extraordinary Isolation 
unit at Fort Detrick. Vld . 
"strictly as a precautionary 
measure.” 

There was believed lo be 
only a slight chance that they 
would come down with lassa 
fever and still less chance 
that they would Infect others, 
the officials said. But they 
said they took the drastic 
measures because there was 
neither a known immunize 
lion against the contagious 
disease nor a cure for it. 

Lassa fever was discovered 
in Africa less than 10 years 
ago and has struck In epide 
mic proportions In Sierra 
Leone. 

Early studies Indicated 
that it killed up to half its 
victims, but scientists at the 
disease control centre who 
are studying the fever believe 
the early reports were exag- 
ge-ited. 

The virus is carried by a 
rat found commonly in Slerre 
Leone but not in the United 
States, and scientists are at¬ 
tempting to determine how 
Ihe virus spreads from the 
rat to humans and from 
humans to humans. 

The Identities of the two 
men were withheld by the 
centre. A spokesman, Betty 
Hooper, said that to name 
them would constitute "a 
clearly unwarranted invasion 
of their personal privacy" 
and an exposure of medical 
case histories normally pro¬ 
tected. 

Details of the incident, and 
Ihe decision to place the men 
In isolation, were pieced to¬ 
gether from telephone Inter 
views with the researchers 
themselves, their supervisor 
at the centre, Dr. John 
Bryan, and the center's safe¬ 
ty director. Dr. John Ri¬ 
chardson. 

The accident happened

June 5. while the researchers 
were transferring rodent 
blood samples from a freezer 
to pari of the lab where tests 
could be done on them. Thp 
blood samples were collected 
in Africa. 

Both men were working in 
a laboratory designed for 
maximum security. But they 
evidently failed to use a 
glass-fronted container 
which disease centre officials 
said was specifically de 
signed to protect researchers 
against exposure during ac¬ 
cidents. 

The two researchers were 
wearing the required gloves, 
but also had on their usual 
street clothes instead of the 
scrub suits normally re¬ 
quired for such work. Ri¬ 
chardson said. 

One of the two researchers 
said he picked up a sample 
tube by its plastic cap; the 
tube stuck to its frozen rack, 
and the cap came off, splash 
ing a bit of partially thawed 
rat blood on his clothes and 
chin. 

After the accident, the two 
researchers decontaminated 
the lab, left thei^clothes be 
hind, showered and changed 
before opening the maximum 
containment facility—one of 
two used for experiments 
with the world’s most danger 
ous disease agents. 

During this time, the re¬ 
searchers were permitted to 
stay home The only stipula 
lion was that they come in 
each day for tests aimed al 
ensuring that the two men 
had not developed any virus 
symptoms. 

Richardson and Bryan said 
it was safe for the men to be 
free for the first two days 
because the disease is noi 
passed from human to human 
before the symptoms devel 
op. It normally Ukes between 
one and two weeks for the 
virus lo incubate, officials 
said.

KITCHENER, Out. (CP) -

Claude Guidner and his 
wife Dixie, the assistant 
director, are sex therapists 
as well as family counsellors.

It showed those who used 
contraception the first time 
of intercourse were more 
likely than others to remain 
consistent In the practice of 
pregnancy prevention. 

HEW Secretary Joseph Ca- 
lifano asked a Senate Human 
Resources Committee last 
week to approve a bill auth¬ 
orizing tub million annually 
for matching grants to local 
communities for teen preg 
nancy related services, not¬ 
ing unwed mothers have 
health and social problems 

Caiifano estimated about 1 
million adolescent girls — 
about one of 1# between ages 
15 and IS — become pregnant 
each vear, most out of wed¬ 
lock. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
nationwide survey shows 
contraceptives prevented 


about 660.000 pregnancies 
among unwed teen age girls 
during a one-year period, and 
more pregnancies could be . 
prevented if contraceptives 
were more readily available. 

The study, conducted by 
Johns Hopkins University so¬ 
ciologists Melvin Zelnik and 
John F. Kantner in 1976. also 
disputed the “widely held be¬ 
liefs" that increased avail¬ 
ability of contraceptives 
leads to widespread sexual 
activity and more abortions. 

"If none of today 's sexually 
active teens used birth con¬ 
trol methods, the number of 
such pregnancies would be 
1.460.0110 each year instead of 
the 760,000 which actually 
occur," the authors said. 

“Certainly, these findings 
leave no room for compla¬ 
cency ...' but they do show 
that many teen-agers are 
using contraception, are 
using effective methods, and 
are using them regularly." 
the sociologists said. 

In a publication associated 
with the Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America, (be 
authors said one way to pre¬ 
vent teen-age pregnancies It 
to make contraceptives more 
available through clinics, 
doctors, and drugstores, as 
well as "through non-threa¬ 
tening neighborhood-based 
peer networks — especially 
for distribution on 
non-physician methods like 
condoms and foam.” 

The sociologists also called 
for. "better information about 
pregnancy risk — In a form 
that teenagers can absorb 
and will believe.” 

Zelnick and Kantner said 
their study showed Inex¬ 
perienced teenagers have a 
greater chance of contracep¬ 
tive failure. 

"Accessible backup abor¬ 
tion services would undoub¬ 
tedly still be needed for teen¬ 
agers who continue to have 
unintended pregnancies but 
wish to avoid unintended 
births,” they said. 

The findings Indicated 55 
per rent of 16- and 16-year- 
olds tend to use contraception 
the first time they have Inter-

"This la totally different change of direc¬ 
tion," state* Judith Feller, vice-president 
and fashion co-ordlnator for Independent 
Retailers Syndicate, a new York-bated buy¬ 
ing service for over 366 department snd 
speciality stores around th* country. 

Miaa Feller believes the shift In style 
from s tailored and sleek look to more loose- 
fitting clothes came about because “the 
industry was hungry for something new.’* 

"It has given people something to talk 
about snd stores something W advertise." 
Not since The Godfather, when clothes took 
on ■ gangster style, has Hollywood made 
such an Unpact on fashion, maintdlns Miss 
Fetter. 

This change of direction, which began 
■bout a year ago In major metropolitan 
areas, now has picked up steam. Miss Feller 
says the fashion shift has extended to second¬ 
ary cities. Ala*, the look hat been copied by 
Sears. Roebuck A Co., which wilt fea¬ 
ture similarly styled clothes In its fall catalo¬ 
gue , 

Says Gretchen Mckee of Sears "Our look 
will be s little more contemporary than some 


others. Wa are trying to appeal U) the mass 
market so we have toned ft down tome." 

The move Into the new. more shape less 
clothe* represents something of a gam¬ 
ble tor the retailers. Reaction to the fashion 
hat been mixed, with some consumers 
clearly unwilling to buy a style that repre¬ 
sents such a major change. 

States Lynn Ovelmsn. fashion coordina¬ 
tor for Garflnckel's. ■ retailer with seven 
stores In Washington. D.C., Maryland, and 
Virginia; “TV Annie Hall look Is not loo 
evident In the streets. But It Is evident In the 
stores where there Is a lot of promotion of the 
look going on." 

Miss Ovelmsn expects Garflnckel's to 
refine the look further to fit with Us more 
conservative clientele. Still, she says, sales 
of neckties and sunglasses, which are pari of 
the look, have done very well. 

In fact, for many retailers, the new 
fashion has meant stocking totally aew 
items: Bow ties snd straight-neck ties for 
women: bowler hats, suspender pants, vests, 
snd small handbag that barely provide 
room for a comb. 

Still, Sears expects consumers to buy 
these new Items, noting that "A lot of 
research goes Into planning these catalo-, 
gues We know what sells and what the con¬ 
sumer wants." 

However, consumers sometimes feel as 
If new fashions have been forced upon them. 
In Business Week a lady reader wrote re¬ 
cently: 

"For all of yon designers out there: The 
fact Is, women professionals tie the trend 
setters, and ire are less Interested In the style 
of the season than in the tailoring, fit of 
shoulders, and length of Jackets. We want to 
look elegant and businesslike. Just like yon 
do.”

Seattle Art Museum expects to 
spend ffi.t million on the exhibit 
that has drawn 4.1 million people 
during tu tour across the United 
States.

through Nov. is. 

Seattle Is spending nearly $1 
million of federal grant money to 
prepare the Seattle Centre Flag 
Pavilion for the Tut display. It will 
have SO per cent more room for 
the display than the other cities, 
sey planners. 

“The addltionel space will allow 
more of the vltrlnen — the cases 
that hold the objects — to come 
away from the wall, allowing peo¬ 
ple to walk around them and see 
all four sides." says Annie Searlc. 
spokeswoman for the Tut office. V,_ 

The only way out of the exhibit 
will be through a gift shop selling 
a variety of souvenirs, from post 


cards to a 12.700 gold replica of 
Tut’s death mask. 

Visitors will enter the exhibit 
through a tosnb-llke passage, with 
shadows of steps appearing on the 
entrance walls, aays Michael 
McCafferty. one of the officials 
preparing for the exhibit. 

The dark brown mineral acous¬ 
tical tile oa the walls Is supposed 
to resemble sandstone of the real 
tombs. 

Exhibit rooms will be dark, with 
halos of light spotlighting each 
artifact In Its case. 

To avoid scalping. Seattle will 
follow Chicago's example and sell 
tickets to the general public in the 
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morning for each day's exhibit.

OTTAWA (CP) - Th» 
pruvlflceii would gain * two- 
way guarantee In helping to 
Nt'lect Judges for tbs new 11- 
person Supreme Court of 
Canada proposed In constitu¬ 
tional amendments placed 
before the Commons Tues¬ 
day. 

The anftndments Insist on 
federal-provincial agreement 


on Supreme Court appoint¬ 
ments. If Ottawa and the 
home province of the pros¬ 
pective judge could not reach 
agreement, a nominating 
council would be appointed to 
settle the dispute. 

The second guarantee 
would come through the 
House of the Federation, a 
new Institution proposed to 


Provinces hold 
language hopes 


OTTAWA (CP) - Lan¬ 
guage rights Prime Minister 
Trudeau wants Included In a 
charter of rights and free 
doms will require adoption by 
■he provinces to become ef¬ 
fective. 

The charter is part of a 
legislative package to renew 
the constitution tabled Tues¬ 
day In the Commona by Tru¬ 
deau. 

Once the charter is adopted 
by Parliament, language 
rights contained within it 
would be effective for all 
areas under federal Jurisdic¬ 
tion, such as the right for 
someone in Vancouver to 
communicate with the fed 
oral government in French 

That same person in Van 
couver would not necessarily 
have the right to send his 
child to a French school, al¬ 
though one of the primary 
aims in the constitutional 


proposals la for all Cana¬ 
dians, except immigrants, to 
have freedom of choice be¬ 
tween French or English edu¬ 
cation. 

The charter would become 

binding on provinces only 
when they saw fit to actfept, 
or opt In. As well, the prov¬ 
inces would maintain control 
over such traditional respon¬ 
sibilities as education. 

Even if a province decided 
to opt in and extend the right 
to freedom of choice In edu¬ 
cation. school! would not 
have to be provided to a lin¬ 
guistic minority if the prov¬ 
ince believed there were In¬ 
sufficient numbers to 
warrant it. 

Canadians would be per 
milted to use either official 
language In court proceed¬ 
ings across the country—a 

right already proposed In an 
earlier bill still before the 
Commons. 


replace the Senate. The res¬ 
tructured upper house, with 
M of Its 118 members ap¬ 
pointed by the provinces snd 
territories, would have to 
confirm all Supreme Court 
appointments. 

Ottawa now has total con¬ 
trol over the country's high¬ 
est appeal court. Vacancies 
on the current nine-seat 
bench are filled by the prime 
minister. 

The amendments would 
write the court Into the new 
constitution, making It Im¬ 
possible for Ottawa to make 
changes without the agree¬ 
ment of all provinces. 

Also proposed: 

• A new regional break¬ 
down on Supremo Court ap¬ 
pointments. Quebec would be 
guaranteed four teats, In¬ 
stead of three. Ontario, the 
Atlantic provinces, the Prai¬ 
ries and British Columbia 
would provide at least one 
each. 

• Reduction of the manda¬ 
tory retirement age to 70 
from 71. Three of the present 
judges are older than 70. 

• Guarantees that only the 
four Judges from Quebec 
would make rulings on ap¬ 
peals concerning Quebec 
civil law. 

Jacques Vlau of Montreal,

He said in a telephone In¬ 
terview that It should not be 
necessary to have provincial 
approval on an appointment 
before tt goes to the House of 
the Federation.

OTTAWA (CP) - The fed 
eral government unveiled da- 
talla Tuesday of proposed 
human rights for Canadians 
but said they cannot be fully 
gueranteed in a new constitu¬ 
tion unless the to provinces 
ratify them. 

Political, legal, and lan¬ 
guage rights, plus protection 
from racial, sexual and other 
types of discrimination are 
among the proposals con¬ 
tained in a constitutional 
amendment bill Introduced In 
the Commona by Prime. Min¬ 
ister Trudeau. 

Enshrining such rights In 
the constitution would place 
them beyond the ordinary 
reach of the federal Parlia¬ 
ment or a provincial legisla¬ 
ture, once ratified In the 

{ irovlnces. Current rights 
aws. Including the 1(61 fed¬ 
eral Bill of Rights, are not 
fully binding, vary at the two 
level! of government and 
from province to province 
and can be removed or al¬ 
tered at any time by govern¬ 
ment. 

Under Trudeau's scheme, 
once Parliament adopts the 
bill, protection of rights 
would Immediately come Into 
effect for matters under the 
Jurisdiction of the federal 
government and Its Institu¬ 
tions.

The charter contains fun¬ 
damental Individual rights 
Including freedom of thought, 
conscience and religion; 
freedom of opinion and ex¬ 
pression; freedom of peace¬ 
ful assembly and aasocla- 
tlon; and freedom of presa 
and other media to spread 
news and express opinion and 
belief. 

Other basic individual 
rights would include the right 
to life, liberty, security, en¬ 
joyment of property, equality 
before the law and equal pro¬ 
tection of the law. 

Individual legal rights 
would Include protection 
agalnat unreasonable 
searches and seizures or ar¬ 
bitrary detention. Imprison¬ 
ment or exile An arrested or 
detained perspn would have 
the right to a pfempt expla¬ 
nation, to counsel from a law¬ 
yer and to appear before a 
court. 

, The charter would grant 
the right of cltizena to be free 
from “cruel and unusual pun¬ 
ishment.” 

When appearing before 
courts, tribunals and other 
authorities an Individual 
would have the right to a fair 
hearing and an intenroter. 
The person would not have to 
testify If denied • lawyer or 
protection against self-in- 
crlmination or other safe¬ 
guards such as a fair and 
impartial trial.

Quebec, gives the government broad powers 
lo authorize unrestricted censorship and 
arrests without warrant, among other mea 
sure*. 

Trudeau put the act into force In October 
1970. on ground* there was an apprehended 
Insurrection The act can be Invoked If the 
government sees "evidence that war. Inva¬ 
sion. or insurrection, real or apprehended 
exists."

■ OTTAWA (CP)- The eon 
stitutional amendment bill 
ptroduced Tuesday sets out 
for the first time a statement 
Of the fundamental objectives 
of the Canadian federation, 
Including "a permanent na¬ 
tional commitment to the en 
durance and self-fulfilment of 
(he Canadian French-speak¬ 
ing society ." 

The statement of aims is 
Intended tn "assist and guide 
*11 Canadians In their 
illations with one another " 

It underlines that the 
French-speaking society is 
"centred in but not limited to 
Quebec." and notes the im 
parlance of such a constitu¬ 
tional commitment 'Jnas- 
much as the North American 
majority is. and seems cer 
uin ui remain, overwhelm 
ingly English-speaking." 

The statement, in seeking 
to expand Ihe horizons of Ca¬ 
nadian as individuals and as 
a distinctive people, call* on 
Canadian* lo affirm 
"through their daily lives and 
governance the fundamental 
proposition of the new nation 
ality created by their for¬ 
bears." 

That proposition. It says, 
was thal "fraternity does not 
require uniformity , nor need 
diversity lead to division." 

In promoting profound re¬ 
spect tor personal worth. Ihe 


first aim would be "to protect 
the fundamental rights of all 
Canadians and to promote 
the conditions of life under 
which their legitimate as¬ 
pirations and essential worth 
and dignity may best be rea 
lized." 

As with the. constitutional 
sections covering hutw-an 
rights and language, the 
statement of aims would 
come into force in areas of 
federal jurisdiction once Ihe 
bill was passed by Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Subsequently, provincial 
legislatures could ratify it 
and Ihe statement would be 
fully entrenched in Ihe Con¬ 
stitution when, and if. all pro¬ 
vincial legislatures approve.

One characteristic of the spring 
weather In our p*rt of the world In the 
extraordinary assortment of conditions 

ws experience 

Dry spell*, wet spells, hen wives, 
bone-chilling winds, late frosU, calm 
days, blustery days — we get 'em all. 
and sometimes seversl assorted sam¬ 
ples of weather til crowded Into one 
tingle 24-hour period. 

These extremes have serious ef¬ 
fects upon our plants, and never more so 
than when the toll It deficient In organic 
material. 

Humus In the toll hat a peculiar 
buffering effect, tending to roast our 
plants through the bad times The cold 
isn't cold, the heat Isn't is hot, the 
drought Isn't as dry. It absorbs surplus 
water during the rainy periods and re¬ 
leases It slowly in times of drought, and 
II provides a reserve of soli moisture 
against the lime when drying winds 
tend to desslcate the foliage of our 
plants and shrubs. 

You can often ptek out by eye the - 
humus-deficient plots following a pro¬ 
longed dry spell by the dwarfing tnd 
stunting of the plants and by their poor 
leaf color. 

I think most Intelligent gardeners 
nowadays realize that concentrated, 
chemical fertilizers are not substitutes' 

for bulky materials such is fhrmyard 
manure or homemade compost. 


Beet has Its own role — the fertile 
er to provide plant food In the form of 
comparativaly Inexpensive mlneril 
tails, thn humus to create a toll texture 
congenial to plant roots, to give the soil 
more moisture-holding capacity and to 
provide an environment favorable for 
the development of bacteria, earth 
worms sad other forms of beneficial life . 
la Iba toll. 

Fertilizer and bulky organic mailer 
go together like ham and eggs — neither 
is fully effective without the other 

Curiously enough, moat home gar 
denerx teem U) believe (hat the only way 
to add organic material to the toll Is to 
dig it In. This simply Isn't true, and In 
fact, some of Its virtues are lost when il 
la burled. 

Compost, old manure, peat moss, 
shredded hr bark, sawdust, lawn mow¬ 
ings or litter of any kind can be spread 
on the soil snrface, always with highly 
beneficial results. I have been using this 
mulching Idea for better than 30 years 
now, on all kinds of soil and around 
almost every common species of plant. 

Spread at the rate of about one 
bucketful per squpre yard, most of It 
gets pulled under bv those indefatigable 
tillers of the soil, the earthworms. The 
real gets chopped Into the surface even¬ 
tually during lha normal between-tea¬ 


sed* cultivations, or la dug or rototillrd 
In after vegetable crops are harvested 

One point you hive to watch, 
though. Any mulching material which is 
completely rotted will depress the noil 
fertility temporarily, whether dug or in 
spread as a surface mulch, for It rn 
gagas the attention of the beneficial soil 
bacteria which could otherwise be man 
ufacturing food for our plants. 

This la often disconcerting to (he 
novice who treats himself to a whole 
load of lovely manure, only to find that 
his plants don't grow as well as they did 
before! 

This Is a temporary condition which 
will soon right Itself, and the trick here 
is to pul down a little fertilizer firm 
before Ihe organic mulch la spread A 
the deflcienl item Is nitrogen, a form *f 
fertilizer should be chosen which Is ri$ 
In this element, such as ammonium 
sulphate, ammonium nitrate or urea \ 

Sprinkle about Icupfuls par 
square yard; this will keep (he plants 
and bacteria supplied until Ihe organ? 
material has broken down and hq£i 
digested 

Folks who have moved into n^r 
homes with unworked soil can apply this 
technique to the rawest of clay or ttf 
hungriest of sandy or gravelly loam awl 
sill produce reasonably good plxjt 
grdVvth. w

All these desperate efforts 
were, of course, lo no avail — 
the primary reason being 
that politicians had always 

(1) promised to cut taxes and 

(2) pretended they were any¬ 
thing but politicians. 

OMIy enough, il was the 
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amateur strategists of the 
newly-formed Me First Party 
who accurately assessed Ihe 
mood of the United Stalei. 
harnessed the forces that 
created It, and rode Into the 
While House on an Irresist¬ 
ible tide ef public emotion 

The true mood of the coun¬ 
try, they correctly deter¬ 
mined, was one of over¬ 
whelming, all-pervasive, 
omnipotent grumplness.

The candidate they settled 
on lo capitalize on this condi¬ 
tion was a brilliant choice. 
Historians generally agreed 
lhat Blllbus L. Crabbe was 
the grumpiest president in 
American.history (A few 
holdouts contend Dick Nixon 
was a wee bit grouchy the 
day he resigned, but we all 
get up on the wrong side of 
the bed once In a while.) 

Crabbe* campaign was a 
masterpiece of misanthropy. 
At each stop he would atomp 
up on the platform, glare for 


a full minute at the crowd and 
deliver precisely Ihe same 
address over and over again. 
The text: 

"Okay, God damn it, now 
you listen to me for a change. 
I'm sick and tired of all this 
nonsense and I'm going to fix 
their wagon once and for all.

“There's one Jerk who goes 
around saying, 'Small is 
beautiful.'

And 
that's exactly what they're 
going lo gel from me — noth¬ 
ing N—O-T-H-l-N-G. Noth¬ 
ing! The.dlriy rats have got¬ 
ten away with il too damn 
long.

And so 
are the rest of them Or my 
name isn’t Billbus L. 
Crabbe!"

Some businesses are businesses, and 
other businfsaea are not If you don't 
understand that sentence, don't feel 
bad; most businessmen don't under¬ 
stand It. either. 

Book publishing, for instance, is not 
a business as a widget factory la; film 
making is not a business as a depart 
meat store Is; running a restaurant is 
not a business as a tractor company Is. 

Most businesses are interchange¬ 
able with one another, in the sense that 
a competent executive or financial offi¬ 
cer or marketing manager cen move 
fairly easily from one to the other. Their 
stractures ere somewhat similar, even 
though their processes and products 
may differ. 

But some businesses are little 
worlds unto themselves. They call for a 
particular kind of savvy and expertise 
beyond what is found In the general 
world of business. And they cennot be 
run effectively on the same cold, ratio¬ 
nal. technical, fiscal basis, or they col- 
laaat. 
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At this writing, my own publisher is 
In the throes of a takeover effort by a 
large conglomerate based on a railroad 
company Everyone In Ihe book busi¬ 
ness hopes the takeover will not succeed 
— not so much out of sympathy for the 
book company as for the fear that the 
conglomerate w ill wreck the quality and 
reputation of this old and honorable 
house (hat began by publishing 
Thoreau's works. 

You cannot run a book company like 
a railroad or a widget factory. It does 
not lend itself lo tbe same computations 
by the samo kinds of minds that think in 
terms of “Inventory", ind "sales 
curves." This is not to .say that book 
publishing Is not a commercial enter 
prise; but It is commercial in a far 
different way than most conventional 
businesses. 

I mentioned tunning a restaurant, 
which Is much the same thing. A few 
years ago. another huge conglomerate 
took over the Stouffer's chain, with dl 
sastrous results. It was eventually 


forced to sell bark the chain to anoth^f 
company with experience in the food 
field, after It became plain that knof 
how in restaurnnling Is a special knick 

If these conglomerates let w^1 
enough alone, the publishers might sur¬ 
vive, and even flourish. But they rare]} 
do: They insist upon applying Ihe 
maxims and criteria of their own bu!$ 
ness, which can be fatally inappropriate 
for something as fragile and subjective 
as putting out books Usually, the new 
men in charge don’t even read book*, 
they Just weigh them, like so mans 
pounds of merchandise bound for the 
“market." * 

All businesses are not alike, alM 
some of them are different enough s» 
that when you tamper with their tratjy 
i mri.il techniques, you simply turn them 
into weak imitations of the widget fa? 
tory, ruining what they have in the false 
hope of making them what they cannot 
be. A cottage industry falls apart when 
you put it in a skyscraper.

1*77. giving a caae load of 
114.9 for each officer and a 
ratio of ooe polled per 374.0 of 
papulation.

B C.-has the highest per 
capita crime rate of all the 
irovlnces—about 30 per cent 
Igher than the Canadian 
average, according to the re¬ 
port.

SALONIKA. Greece (AP) 
— A powerful earthquake 
•truck this city of MO.OOt peo¬ 
ple Tuesday night, leveling 
buildings, killing at least 14 
persons and Injuring more 
than 100, authorities report¬ 
ed. Police said they feared 
many more victims were 
burled beneath rubble. 

The military was put on 
alert to keep order.and 
search for possible survivors 
under the debris 


“The city was shaking like 
a leaf.” said Nlkos Sollopou- 
los, a journalist. 

Officials said almost every 
building In the city—the sec¬ 
ond largest in Greece—was 
damaged by the quake 
Witnesses reported seeing 
people jumping from balcon¬ 
ies. Thousands fled In panic 
In search of open spaces. 
Persons trapped alive under 
debris cried for help 


The general flight from the 
city created huge traffic 
jams. Late at night the city 
was empty of people, except 
for police, troops and rescue 
workers laboring with the aid 
of searchlights to dig out the 
victims. 

Six persons were found 
alive beneath the rubble of an 
eight-storey apartment block 
levelled by the quake, which 
the selsmologlcal Institute 


said raacbod 8.3 on the 
Richter scale. 

The first body found was 
that of a Yugoslav tourist 
who died In the collapse of 
the top floor of the seaside 
hotel. 

The earthquake struck at 
11:03 p.m. Several buildings 
cracked by tremors that have 
been shaking Salonika for 


four weeks collapsed. They 
Included two apartment 
blocks, police reported. ' 

Sollopoulos said he*saw 
other collapsed apartment 
buildings. 

Sollopoulos visited the site 
where the eight-storey apart 
ment block collapsed. "It has 
been completely levelled with 
the ground." he said 


Four shot dead

A CHARTER OF rights would protect 
individual liberties and guard against 
discrimination for race, religion, sex or 
ago—federally at first and regionally 
after ratification by the provinces.

Pilots union hopeful 
strike can be averted 
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Optimism was expressed 
Tuesday that a strike by Air 
Canada pilots would be 
averted but federal labor of¬ 
ficials would not comment on 
talks between them and the 
airline’s executives. 

Ren Maley, president of the 
Canadian Air Lines Pilots As¬ 
sociation. said in a Toronto 
interview that he was hopeful 
a strike would be avoided 
Maley had no foundation for 
his optimism, he said, except 
that association members 
had never gone on strike. 

In Ottawa, an aide to Labor 
Minister John Munro said 
there would be no early an¬ 
nouncements from a meeting 
with Air Canada and depart¬ 
ment officials.

NDP fuming, 
axe poised 
on key seats

The B.C. New Demo¬ 
cratic Party reacted Tues¬ 
day with shock and dismay 
to proposals to shuffle elec- 
toral boundaries in the 
province. 

The dismay was under 
standable: Judge Lawrence 
Eckardt, electoral reform 
commissioner, bad tabled his 
first report in the Legisla 
ture, a report which, if adopt 
ed. would wipe out three key 
NDP ridings while increasing 
representation in Social 
Credit-dominated areas. 

If the recommendations 
are endorsed, the constituen¬ 
cies of Revelstoke-Slocan 
(William King) and Vancou- 
ver-Burrard (Norman Levi 
and Rosemary Brown) would 
no longer exist. 

There would, however, be 
five new seats created, one at 
the north end of Vancouver 
Island, and one in the central 
Fraser Valley. Both would 
represent new constituen¬ 
cies. There would be addi- 
tional seats, creating dual 
seat ridings, in Coquitlam. 
Surrey and the Prince 
George (Fort George) areas. 

Gary Lauk (NDP—Vancou 
ver Centre) reacted immedi 
ately and scathingly. 

"This is the worst case of 
gerrymandering in the his¬ 
tory of Canada.” he said. 
"There has never been any¬ 
thing like this since Confed¬ 
eration. 

“I am astounded, I am 
shocked. It is just incredible 
to me that Judge Eckardt 
would place in jeopardy his 
credibility as a lawyer and as 
a judge. 

“This is a political attempt 
to wipe out the NDP. 

“But I don’t think the peo 
pie of Vancouver will stand 
for it. They will revolt against 
this disgusting use of power. " 

(Gerrymandering is the 
word used to define the “un¬ 
natural division of an elector- 
’ al area for the benefit of one 
political party.”) 

Opposition leader David 
Barrett said the “gerryma 
dering is so obvious. They’ve 
cut up the province one way 
for the forest companies and 
another way for them¬ 
selves."

There's no end in sight for 
B.C.'s beer drought. 

Union negotiators in Van¬ 
couver have turned thumbs 
down on a contract offer and 
their counterparts In Victoria 
are expected to follow butt. 

In the meantime, however, 
the Victoria bargaining team 
for the Canadian Brewery 
Workers Union says It Is 
going to give the offer close 
<md detailed examination be¬ 
fore making up its mind. 

The other union bargaining 
group, representing workers 
at Columbia Brewery in 
Creston. was reported to 
have “gone home mad" Mon¬ 
day. 

Developments during the 
weekend and Monday did lit¬ 
tle to raise the hopes of 
thirsty British Columbians 
who have been hit by a brew¬ 
ery industry lockout that 
began 12 days ago atLabatt's 
In Vancouver and Victoria. 
Molson's in Vancouver, and 
Columbia at Creston. The 
lockout followed a strike 
begun by the same union at 
the Vancouver operation of 
Carling O'Keefe last month. 

The same breweries and 
union have also been tangled 


in strike and lockout action In 
Alberta and Manitoba. 

Beer supplies, with few ex¬ 
ceptions, are running out. 

No further talks have been 
scheduled In the Vancouver 
and Creston disputes. In Vic¬ 
toria, however, bargainers 
left the table after a one-day 
session Monday with the ex¬ 
pectation that they will be 
meeting again soon—possibly 
as early as Thursday. 

Ray WalnwHght, president 
of the Victoria local of the 
union, said his executive 
would need a day or so to 
examine the proposals. 

He said progress was made 
Monday on plant issues. 

In Vancouver, union busi¬ 
ness agent John Langley said 
the offer was totally unac¬ 
ceptable for a number of rea¬ 
son, including the elimination 
of a cost-of-livtng allowance 
clause which was In the pre¬ 
vious contract. 

“It seems the companies 
are trying to Impose an ex¬ 
tension of wage controla on 
us.“ Many of the proposals 
from the companies were al¬ 
ready contained in old con¬ 
tracts. Langley said. 

George Johnston, president 
of the B.C. Federation of 
Labor, has entered the dis¬ 


pute with charges that the 
lockout has been orchestrat¬ 
ed by the Employers’ Council 
of B.C.

Croatian Miners Hall more 
than just a minor change

B.C. Police Commission: 


NANAIMO - A run 
dawn building that 
seemed ready for the 
wreckers crew a few 
months ago emerged 
fro pi Its transformation 
here Sunday to become a 
place of celebration and 
meeting. 

The building, the old 
provincial mine rescue 
structure at the foot of 
Farquhar Street, has 
taken a new lease on life 
as the Croatian Miners 
Hall, and Sunday was the 
day ^for Crdatians and 
their fellow celebrants to 
gather to ptark the open¬ 
ing of the meeting. 

The day featured feast¬ 
ing and dancing, as well 
as solemn moments And, 
it was not without its mo¬ 
ments of practicality, 
either 

The honor of being the 
one whose name would be 
engraved an a plaque as 
the person performing the 
door-unlocking ceremon¬ 
ies'was auctioned off for 
$330. 

Dr. Mladen Zorkin, 
president of the Croatian 
Peasant Society of Can¬ 
ada. said the society had 
wanted to do something 
lasting for the commu¬ 
nity. and preserving the 
historic old building while 
gaining a hall that could 
be used for meetings and 
other events seemed the 
perfect solution. 

The building has been 
refurbished inside and 
out, with the outside re 
taining its traditional 
look, but with a fresh new 
appearance. Inside, the 
ball has been clad in 
cedar, giving it a welcom¬ 
ing, “un-hall-ltke" look. 

Outside, the back, and 
side yards of the building 
have been transformed 
into courtyards with large 
barbequlng and picnick 
ing facilities. The new 
courtyard was pul to good 


Campbell River 
crime rate 
second highest 


the provincial average but 
well below the average for 
areas which have increased 
A total of 17 locations had de¬ 
creases of up to 15 per cent 
Campbell River is listed as 
having had an increase of 134 
Criminal Code offences over 
(he previous year's total of 
2,318. There were 381 « of¬ 
fences in 1877 for every 1,006 
people (based on 1976 popula 
lion figures, which are the 
latest available.) 

Using that formula, the re¬ 
port shows Campbell River 
as having the second highest 
crime rale for its population 
in the province. Crime rates 
in relation to population are 
not given in four areas. In¬ 
cluding Comox. Courtenay's 
rate is given as 132.1 per 1.000 
population — also based on 
1970 population figures 
Campbell River's popula¬ 
tion is given as 12,072 for 1976 
and the bulletin states the 
average population growth in 
the province is only slightly 
less than the average In¬ 
crease in crime. 

The report goes on to say 
that there was an authorized 
police strength of 21 at 
Campbell River as of Dec. 31. 
1977. giving a case load of 
113.9 for each officer and a 
ratio of one police per 374.0 uf 
population 
The commission is invitidg 
Comments and questions 
from municipalities for feed¬ 
back on the report. 

The report stqles that 
municipalities with strong 
crime prevention programs 
have generally had a favor¬ 
able crime experience. 
Weather is also a factor — 
good weather results in 
higher crime level 
B.C. has the highest per 
capita crime rate of all the 
provinces — about 38 per cent 
higher than the Canadian 
average, according to the re¬ 
port. It attributes this to the 
fact B.C. also has the highest 
beroin addiction problem of 
all provinces About 88 per 
cent of Canada's beroin ad¬ 
dicts are located in B.C." 

The bulletin adds (hat there 
is a shortage of about 300 
RCMP in the province and 
that these should be added in 
order to bring the force up lo 
the Canadian average per 
capita

PULP LOCAL COMMITTED 
TO MAJOR HEALTH STUDY 


DUNCAN - The Pulp. Paper and Wood 
workers of Canada says lhat it has com¬ 
mitted itself to a health study in all its locals. 

The decision MBs made following the re¬ 
sults of pulmonary testing conducted at 
Tahsis pulp mill at Gold River, which indi¬ 
cated that 17.7 per cent of the 281 men 
and women tested had "an alarming de¬ 
crease in their lung functions, and the aver¬ 
age tested were below the standard normal 
North American population." 

The program was conducted by Burnaby’s 
Simon Fraser University under the direction 
of Dr. t D. Sterling 

A similar study has just recently been 
completed at BCFP’s Crofton pulp mill, 
using personnel and equipment in agree 
ment with the Canadian Union of Smelter 
and Allied Workers at Kitjmat 

The results of this test are currently being 
submitted to Vancouver's UBC School of 
Medicine for analysis 


Mills designated for the near future are at 
Woodfibre and Prince Rupert 
A union spokesman advised that "the 
long-range effects of pulp mill pollution, by a 
number of dangerous gases such as sulphite 
dioxide, chlorine, chlorate and hydrogen 
sulphide have long been a concern to us. It’s 
an area of study and correction that is 
log! overdue, despite union on-the-job 
pressure for many years.” 

•'The companies have consistently at¬ 
tempted to sweep the issue under the rug for 
many years, and even now, when evidence is 
rapidly being accumulated In support of our 
(the unions') coocem, the companies in the 
industry still blatantly minimize not only the 
'normal' gas hazards, but the serious 
'breaks’ that occur from time to time. 

"We’ve learned over the years that to 
point out the obvious isn't sufficient 
hopefully a scientific study will-accomplish 
what has been traditionally dealt with by the 
dub.” said the union spokesman.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The U.S. Army la holding two 
civilian reaearchen In total 
Isolation on a military post 
following their accidental ex¬ 
posure to deadly lassa fever 
vlrua In a laboratory acci¬ 
dent. It was learned Tuesday 

Two weeks ago, a vial of 
contaminated blood accident¬ 
ly splashed on one of the two 
employees at the Centre for 
Disease Control In Atlanta. 
Ua., and both men were ex¬ 
posed to the virus. However, 
they have shown no signs of 
contracting the disease 

Officials at the centre said 
the researchers were flown to 
the extraordinary Isolation 
unit at Fort Delrluk, Md.. 
“strictly as a precautionary 
measure." 

There was believed to be 
only a slight chance that they 
would come down with lassa 
fever and stUI less chance 
that they would infect others, 
the officials said. But they 
said they took the drastic 
measures because there was 
neither a known Immuniza¬ 
tion against the contagious 
disease nor a cure for It. 

Lassa fever was discovered 
in Africa less than 10 years 
ago and has struck in epide¬ 
mic proportions in Sierre 
Leone. 

Early studies indicated 
that it killed up to half its 
victims, but scientists at the 
disease control centre who 
are studying the fever believe 
the early reports were exag 
gerated. 

The virus Is carried by a 
rat found commonly In Sierre 
Leone but not in the United 
States, and scientists are at¬ 
tempting to determine how 
the virus spreads from the 
rat to humans and from 
humans to humans. 

The identities of the two 
men were withheld by the 
centre. A spokesman. Betty 
Hooper, said that to name 
them would constitute “a 
clearly unwarranted invasion 
of their personal privacy” 
and an exposure of medical 
case histories normally pro¬ 
tected. 

Details of the incident, and 
the decision to place the men 
in isolation, were pieced to¬ 
gether from telephone inter¬ 
views with the researchers 
themselves, their supervisor 
at the centre. Dr. John 
Bryan, and the center's safe¬ 
ty director. Dr. John Ri¬ 
chardson. 

The accident happened 
June 5, while the researchers 
were transferring rodent 
blood samples from a freezer 
to part of the lab where tests 
could be done on them. The 
blood samples were collected 
in Africa. 

Both men were working in 
a laboratory designed for 
maximum security. But they 
evidently failed to use a 
glass-fronted container 
which disease centre officials 
said was specifically de¬ 
signed to protect researchers 
against exposure during-ac¬ 
cidents. 

The two researchers were 
wearing the required gloves, 
but also had on their usual 
street clothes instead of the 
scrub suits normally re¬ 
quired for such work, Ri¬ 
chardson said. 

One of the two researchers 
said he picked up a sample 
tube by its plastic cap; the 
tube stuck to Its frozen rack, 
and the cap came off, splash¬ 
ing a bit of partially thawed 
rat blood on his clothes and 
chin. 

After the accident, the two 
researchers decontaminated 
the lab, left tbeir clothes be¬ 
hind. shoereeed and cbaapd 
before opening tbe maximum 
containment facility—one of 
two used for experiments 
with the world's most danger¬ 
ous disease agents. 

During this time, the re¬ 
searchers were permitted to 
stay home. The only stipula¬ 
tion was that they come in 
each day for tests aimed at 
ensuring that the two men 
had not developed any virus 
symptoms.

There’s peril 
in high-low 
* blood 
pressure

C Hwm t CU t T Wrvitg 

Your physician tolls you 
that your blood pressure Is 
hlgb sometimes and normal 
sometimes. 

He says that Intermittent 
elevation of artarlal blood 
pressure and intervening 
periods of normal blood 
pressure Is called labile hy¬ 
pertension. and he tells you 
not to worry. 

Well, maybe, maybe nol. 

It is true that labile hy¬ 
pertension itself does nol 
seem to damage organs. By 
comparison, sustained essen¬ 
tial hypertension — contin¬ 
uously high blood pressure — 
Is frequently associated with 
damage to the central ner¬ 


vous system, the hetrt and 
the kidneys. 

OK, you don't have that 
kind. Yours Is the labile kind, 
the funny kind of blood 
pressure that Is sometimes 
high and sometimes low. so 
nmol's the worry? 

Evidence suggest# that the 
labile hypertensive person 
has a goad chance of 
progressing to tbe continuous 
and dangerous stage of high 
blood pressure. 

Dr. Robert M. Carey says a 
uniformly accepted measure¬ 
ment of labile hypertension is 
difficult to obtain. Hdwever. 
he pegged It at diastolic blood 
pressure readings Intermit- 
lently above 90 In ages IS to 55 
and Intermittently below that 
measurement of the blood 


pressure level which Is read 
during lhe time the heart 
muscle is relaxed. 

Carey, associate professor, 
of Internal medicine, Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia Hospital, 
Chariotteavflle, Vo., says la¬ 
bile hypertension Is present 
In approximately 10 per cent 
of the general population, and 
that one person In 100 devel¬ 
ops It every year. 

He said recent studies sug¬ 
gest that approximately 10 to 
20 per cent of labile hyperten¬ 
sive patients progress to sus¬ 
tained hypertension. 

Carey's study showed a 
high percentage of labile hy¬ 
pertension in the young, 
which lends lo decrease as 
age Increases. 

In contrast, the prevalence 


of sustained hypertension Is 
low In the young and In 
creases with sdvsnclng age. 

"These results are consis¬ 
tent with the hypothesis that 
labile hypertension may 
evolve Into sustained hyper¬ 
tension over a period Of aev- 
eral years in a sustained pro- 
pertion of the labile 
hypertensive population,” 
Carey said. 

He added that the labile 
hypertensive may have an In¬ 
creased risk of morbidity and 
mortality due to cardiovascu¬ 
lar disease as compared Wllh 
persons with normal blood 
pressure. 

And. unfortunately, he 
said, there is no evidence that 
medical treatment of labile 
hypertension Is of any value. 


Carey said several invest! 
gators believe that persons 
with labile hypertension 
progress to continuous by- 
pertenslon because of a f‘hy- 
perklnetlc circulatory slate' 
prior to the development of a 
fixed elevaton of diastolic 
blood pressure. 

This hyperkinetic circula¬ 
tory state Is characterized by 
a high output of blood from 
the heart and an Increased 
rate of heart contraction and 
systolic pressure, which Is 
the pressure Inside the ar 
leriex when the heart con 
tracts at each beat 

This state, Carey said, is 
analogous to changes in the 
cardiovascular system dur 
ing sudden emotional stress 
In the defence response of 
animals under attack.

yJDcar Dr. Theslesoa: You 
mad an article a few months 
back that interested me very 
much. It had to do with hav¬ 
ing a ream job on arteries to 
prevent strokes. I believe it 
was tu tbe neck, lfy question 
is would this work for a per¬ 
son after he had a stroke? 
Would It help? -tD. 

I doubt that f used the term 
“ream Job.” The procedure 
to which you refer is an “en¬ 
darterectomy.” It it an open¬ 
ing up of the artery (uaually 
the carptid artery) that 
serves the brain. It can be 
done If tests show the artery 
“clogged” with material 
such as cholesterol plaques. 
While effective in preventing 
strokes from occuring, It will 
not undo the brain damage 
from a stroke. It might help 
prevent future strokes, how¬ 
ever. I can always leave it up 
to my readers to come up 
with colorful (albeit 
non-medical) phrases to de¬ 
scribe various procedures. 

Dear Dr. Thaeteaea: Please 
send any material you have 
for my 11-year-old girl who 
should be starting her men¬ 
strual periods very soon. She 
needs all the available infor¬ 
mation to explain every¬ 
thing.—Mrs. B.B. 

Some girls menstruate at 
11 years, but ft’s likely to be a 
year or two before your 
daughter actually starts. 
You. as her mother having 
been through this, are the 
best one lo advise and to dis¬ 
cuss it with her. She should be 
alerted to avoid embarrass¬ 
ment should it happen outside 
the home. 

Books may confuse her at 
this age. You can begin ca¬ 
sual discussion, putting out 
leading questions to find out 
what she knows. Be ready to 
answer directly any ques¬ 
tions she has. She undoubted¬ 


ly has accumulated a store of 
information and misinforms 
lion oiMhe subject already — 
from older sisters or school¬ 
mates. Your chief role may¬ 
be in setting the facts straight 
for her. 

Begin with your own edu¬ 
cation. There are many books 
In the library on Uie subject. 
Some mothers end up learn¬ 
ing as much as the young 
sters. Emphasize that this is 
a natural event for all women 
and not to be regarded as a 
disabling “curse," an illness, 
or unclean 

Dear Dr. Thosleson: My 
brother has a job where he 
stands and walks a lot Also 
he puts in 60 to 80 hours a 
week He’s been complaining 
about the calves of his legs 
hurting so much he can hard¬ 
ly walk at times. We beg him 
to see a doctor, but he always 
says he has no time. Can you 
please tell him what he can 
do and If there is any medica¬ 
tion that he can take? He is 57 
years old and a hard worker. 
He doesn't drink, but does 
smoke. — J.P. 

That's stress enough to tax 
the strongest legs. Foot me 
chanics may be a factor. He 
should be fitted for shoes lo 
make his standing and walk¬ 
ing more comfortable. Also, 
he should cut down or quit 
smoking, which can cause 
blood flow deficiency espc 
daily in the legs. His doctor 
will want to check the genera I 
circulation to the legs, which 
can be a factor at this age. in 
the meantime an aspirin 
three or four times a day with 
a five-grain quinine capsule 
in the middle of the day might 
help. If he is going to continue 
this rigorous schedule he had 
better seek an ounce of pre 
vention. which only his doctor 
can prescribe depending on 
the cause of his leg discom¬ 
fort.

SALONIKA, Greece (AP) 

— A powerful earthquake 
struck this city of 800,808 peo¬ 
ple Tuesday night, leveling 
buildings, killing at least 14 
persons and Injuring more 
than 1M, authorities report¬ 
ed. Police laid they feared 
many more victim! pore 
buried beneath rubble. 

The military was put on 
alert to keep order and 
search for possible survivors 
under the debris 


"The city was shaking like 
a leaf." said Nlkoa Soliopou- 
loa, a Journalist. 

Officials said almost every 
building In the city—the sec¬ 
ond largest In Greece—was 
damaged by the quake 
Witnesses reported seeing 
people Jumping from balcon¬ 
ies. Thousands fled in panic 
In search of open spaces. 
Persons trapped alive under 
debris cried for help. 


The general flight from the 
city created huge traffic 
Jams. Late at night the city 
was empty of people, except 
for police, troops and rescue 
workers laboring with the aid 
of searcMights to dig out the 
victims. 

Six persons were found 
alive beneath the rubble of an 
eight-storey apartment block 
levelled by the quake, which

A CHARTER OF rights would protect 
individual liberties and guard against 
discrimination for race, religion, sex or 
age—federally at first and regionally 
alter ratification by the provinces. 

GUARANTEES FOR use of the English 
or French languages. Including the 
right to choose the language of edu 
cation, would need provincial ratifi¬ 
cation to be fully operable.

S.R Carpenter, of the bat 
any department. University 
of Wisconsin, reported a dra 
malic drop in milfoil popula 
tlon of nearby Lake Wlngra. 
and said although he hadn't 
tested the lake for the virus, 
he knew it had spread 
through many lakes In the 
United States and the Ontario 
milfoil population was 
'‘crashing" too. 

Carpenter, who gave a 
paper on the decomposition 
rates of milfoil in Lake Win 
gra. said his studies were 
concentrated in the year 1075. 
In the summer of 1976, the 
milfoil population had 
dropped by one-third, and it 
was 20 per cent of the 10711 
rate in 1977. while this year 
it had dropped to two or three 
per cent of the original Infes 
tation ra|e. 

Carpenter, under question¬ 
ing at the workshop on ma 
crophytes (large water 
weeds) said he was at a loss 
to explain the milfoil drop 
and added that U of W re¬ 
searchers were now looking 


for the pathogens that caused 
the milfoil to decline 

He added that the milfoil 
Infested areas were gradual 
ly being recglonlzedby native 
waters eeds. 

Dr. Patricia Lim of the 
B.C. environment ministry 
was questioned after she re¬ 
viewed her department's ef¬ 
forts on two test plots on the 
north arm of Okanagan Lake 
to combat milfoil by using 
granular 2.4-D in 1976. 

She said the environment 
ministry was "aware’"of the 
lake Venice virus, but‘had 
not yet begun Investigating 
biological controls of the mil¬ 
foil menace 

(Another B C. government 
scientist said later that one 
problem with bringing It here 
was the difficulty in identify¬ 
ing the virus and obtaining it 
In sufficient concentration to 
"catch on" in B.C. He admit 
ted. however, that it should 
be relatively easy for plant 
pathologists to culture it in a 
medium and added that it 
appeared to be specific to 
Eurasian milfoil and thus 
would not harm other 
plants.)

A referendum on indust 
rial development at Royal 
Oak could be put to Saan 
ich voters this November 
The highly contentious 
Issue of a proposed 12B 
acre light industrial park 
at Glanford and Vanal 
man. rejected earlier this 
year by council, erupted 
again Tuesday at a meet 
mg of Saanich council's 
planning committee w ith 
a plea by Aid Fred Se¬ 
verson that the issue be 
taken to the people 
Severson, heckled by a 
few spectators in thr 
council chamber gallery 
when he made the sug 
gestipn, said he was pre¬ 
pared to stake bis politi¬ 
cal future on the issue 
Aid. Geoffrey Van- 
freight sponsored a mo¬ 
tion that (he question be 
put to the electorate at 
the next municipal elec¬ 
tion. but withdrew it later 
and said he would intro¬ 
duce the motion at the 
next council meeting. 

Mayor Mel Couvelter 
said he was not opposed 
to putting the question to 
the people providing a 
second question was 
added on the ballot ask 
'mg voters if they favored 
a municipal land-banking 
scheme 

"In my estimation, a 
minimum speculative 
windfall profit from a 
municipally-operated 


landbank scheme would 
be in the order of 10 
mills—about $2 million— 
a year." he said. 

Council is now consid¬ 
ering an alternative site 
west of Roy Road for a 
125-acre municipally' 
owned Industrial park 

The issue was re-ignit- 
ed as aldermen were de 
bating a letter from Oak 
Properties Ltd., which 
asked that its property at 
Royal Oak be rezoned 
from "established indusl 
rial" to "established 
urban " 

Frank Krieger. author 
of the letter, said "we are 
still very much in favor of 
an industrial park at 
Royal Oak. but if this is 
out of the question we 
want to proceed- with a 
high density housing de¬ 
velopment on the prop¬ 
erty." 

The committee also 
considered a petition con¬ 
taining 22 signatures of 
Royal Oak property 
owners asking that the 
property not be rezoned 
to residential. 

The homeowners said 
all studies undertaken in

Another scientist said 2.4 
I) had been shown to produce 
chlorinated biphenyls— 
known cancer agents—in 
drinking water although it 
was present in undetectable 
small levels. Dr. Lim replied 
lhat alternative drinking 
water sources were provided 
for nearby residents for a 
period after application 
she said milfoil infestation 
had covered 309 acres in 1975 
and this increased to more 
ihan 1,000 acres this year and 
estimated the weed could 
eventually cover 75 per cent 
of the shallow areas of the 
lake 

Dr Lim added that con¬ 
trary to earlier belief, mil¬ 
foil—in B.C. waterways at 
least—is not confined to calm 
lake areas, but has estab¬ 
lished itself in flowing 
streams, and she showed a 
color slide of this. 

She concluded by saying 
lhat the environment min 
istry did not propose to elimi 
{ nale milfoil from the Okana 
gan lake system but merely 
to control it in about 509 acres 
of high-potential recreation 
areas, such as sandy beaches 
and marina areas.
